San Diego serial killer suspect 
sought in Versace murder

obody’s safe in this.” 

So says Miami FBI agent Paul 
Phillips when discussing suspected 
serial killer Andrew Phillip Cu- 
nanan, the prime suspect in the shooting 
death of clothing designer Gianni Versace. 

Authorities believe it was Cunanan who 
fired two bullets into the back of the inter¬ 
nationally famous designer’s head the morn¬ 
ing of Tuesday, July 15. Versace was return¬ 
ing from breakfast when the assailant 
opened fire on the steps of his Miami Beach 
mansion, then calmly walked away. 

Police and FBI officials named Cunanan 
as the only suspect in the murder within 
hours of the shooting. The 27-year-old 
openly gay Filipino-American had already 
been connected to four prior murders on a 


spree that began April 27, landing him on 
the FBI’s Top 10 Most Wanted fugitives list. 

Jim Chambliss of the Florida Depart¬ 
ment of Law Enforcement said there is no 
information that Versace knew Cunanan 
previously, although there have been reports 
the two met at a San Francisco Opera open¬ 
ing a few years ago. Phillips, the FBI special 
agent in charge, would not say if Cunanan 
had a relationship with Versace, noting only 
that the suspect has allegedly killed both 
those he had known and random strangers. 

Cunanan, described by acquaintances as 
glamorous and well-spoken - and by his 
mother as a “high-priced gay prostitute” - is 
implicated in the killings of 33-year-old 
David Madson of Minneapolis, 72-year-old 
Chicago millionaire Lee Miglin, 28-year-old 
Joseph Trail of Bloomington, Minnesota, 
and 45-year-old William Reese of Bridgeton, 
New Jersey. Cunanan allegedly stole the ve¬ 


hicles of Miglin, who was also apparently 
tortured before his death, and Reese. 

Investigators say they suspected immedi¬ 
ately that Cunanan might have been in¬ 
volved in Versace’s slaying. They were con¬ 
vinced he was the primary suspect when law 
enforcement officials found Reese’s red pick¬ 
up truck near the Versace home. Chicago TV 
station WLS-TV reported that the license 
plates on the vehicle had been stolen within 
the last two months from Florence, South 
Carolina. 

International effort 

Authorities are conducting a nationwide 
manhunt for the suspect, which has been 
joined by law enforcement officials on at 
least one other continent. The Philippines’ 
National Bureau of Investigation says it is 
also cooperating with international police to

AIDS deaths down, problems up

M cDonalds came out last week with 
egg on its face, narrowly escaping 
a serious discrimination charge 
from a gay family organization. 
The conflict was between a corporate- 
owned McDonalds restaurant in Northamp¬ 
ton, Massachusetts, and a Northampton or¬ 
ganization called Valuable Families, com¬ 
prised of lesbian, gay, and bisexual parents, 
their children, and friends.

A “State of AIDS Forum” held Mon¬ 
day, July 14 at the National Press 
Club brought the epidemic back 
into the public spotlight to look at 
the problems that remain in light of treat¬ 
ment breakthroughs. While the quick head¬ 
line was more data showing the impact of 
protease inhibitors in reducing the death rate 
from AIDS, the underlying issue was that of 
money to pay for the drugs. 

Death from AIDS decreased 19 percent in 
the first three quarters of 1996 as compared 
to the previous year, according to figures re¬ 
leased by Helene Gayle MD, director of the 
National Center for HIV, STD and TB Pre¬ 
vention at the CDC. This national picture 
confirms and lags behind data reported in 
January from New York City. 


able Families, said McDonalds had solicited 
Valuable Families and many other commu¬ 
nity organizations in Northampton to par¬ 
ticipate in “Food, Folks and Fundraising.” In 
this event, organization members help staff 
the restaurant and can distribute informa¬ 
tion from 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. on a weekday 
evening. In return, McDonalds provides the 
group with 25% of the sales from the time 
the organization is working. 

“It’s part of [McDonalds’] effort to get 
the community members more familiar 
with McDonalds, and for McDonalds to be¬ 
come more familiar with their community,” 


The new cases of AIDS broke down to 40 
percent gay, 25 percent injection drug users, 
13 percent heterosexual, and smaller vectors 
of transmission. Women are now 20 percent 
of newly reported cases, and for the first time 
African-Americans surpassed whites in gross 
numbers of new cases. Estimates are of at 
least 40,000 new infections each year. 

Gayle was distressed that the decline in 
AIDS deaths “was not equal across all demo¬ 
graphic groups.” For whites the decline was 
28 percent, for Hispanics 16 percent, and for 
African-Americans only 10 percent. She 
hoped that expanded access to therapy by 
the poor would begin to equalize those rates. 

James Loyce, Jr., executive director of 
AIDS Project Los Angeles, offered an expla¬ 
nation based on APLA’s client survey con¬ 
ducted last November. People of color were 
“two to three times less knowledgeable of 
protease inhibitors” than were white males.

Dewey said that Valuable Families chose 
to participate after seeing the successful 
events that other community groups had 
with McDonalds. 

But after the date had been set and 
preparations were underway, Dewey said she 
was contacted by a McDonalds manager 
who told her he had to meet with her im¬ 
mediately. 

“In this meeting, he said, ‘I cannot allow 
you to have this event here, because this is 
too controversial,’” Dewey said. “Basically, 
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African-Americans were 1.4 times, and non- 
English speakers 2.4 times less likely to be on 
protease inhibitors. Lower levels of educa¬ 
tion and income reinforced these patterns. 

Taxing problem 

Winnie Fairchild, a PWA from Washing¬ 
ton, DC, spoke of protease inhibitors boost¬ 
ing her T-cells from 146 to 388. But “just last 
month I had a new doctor who wanted to 
take me off because the medication was too 
expensive for Medicaid to pay for. 

“He said it was not his policy to tax the 
public. 

“I told him, it was not my policy to die for 
them either.” 

According to Christine Lubinski, lobbyist 
with the AIDS Action Council - the chief 
sponsor of the Forum - expanding Medicaid

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Board of Education 
maintains commitment 
to queer youth

L ast year’s resolution by the 
San Francisco Board of Ed¬ 
ucation to develop a plan to 
ensure the safety of queer youth 
has not been relegated to the back 
burner of bureaucracy; last 
month the board was given a pre¬ 
sentation of the implementation 
plan for that resolution, and it 
promises to be an ongoing 
process, board member Dr. Juani¬ 
ta Owens told the B.A.R. 

The resolution was introduced 
by board member Angie Fa last 
year, and approved by the board 
last November, before Owens won 
her seat on the board. During her 
campaign and since taking office 
this year, Owens has made imple¬ 
mentation of the plan one of her 
top priorities. She has established 
an advisory committee and met 
with top district administrators, 
including Superintendent Bill 
Rojas. 

Fa’s resolution was a result of 
meetings held last year by the 
city’s Human Rights Commission 
and the Youth Commission. The 
school board heard the presenta¬ 
tion June 24. 

“It is imperative that this 
board facilitate the proper plan 
and supervision which will im¬ 
prove the quality of life for queer 
youth in our schools. Queer-iden¬ 
tified or supportive instructors 


must be available for support and 
counseling, programs must be in 
place to reinforce self-worth and 
self-esteem, and all teachers and 
students must learn the impor¬ 
tance of respect and acceptance of 
diversity in all of its forms,” 
Owens said. 

The board’s resolution calls for 
a number of things, among them, 
taking steps to increase account¬ 
ability of each school with regard 
to having a safe environment for 
queer youth, staff, teachers, and 
administrators. Other things called 
for include the district’s support of 
queer student groups and queer- 
heterosexual student alliances, and 
a method for students, parents, 
counselors, and teachers to address 
queer youth issues. 

One of the key components, 
Owens said, is funding for staff 
development relating to queer 
youth concerns. Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV) 
has expressed interest in contract¬ 
ing for this aspect of the plan, she 
added. 

Although Owens is hopeful at 
least part of the plan can start this 
fall, she said that realistically, 
things might not get underway 
until next spring. 

“My responsibility as a board 
member is to set the tone,” said 
Owens. “The superintendent has 
been quite receptive to this.” 

Additional meetings of the ad¬ 
visory committee are expected to 


take place starting next month to 
move forward with the plan’s im¬ 
plementation. Owens does not 
have a proposed budget yet, but 
said that Rojas and other district 
administrators are in the process 
of developing one. 

“This will be developed over a 
period of time and will be ongo¬ 
ing,” Owens told the B.A.R ., 
adding queer youth should be in¬ 
volved in the implementation 
process. She also emphasized that 
the plan, while specifying queer 
youth, will ultimately benefit all 
students in San Francisco public 
schools. 

Dusty Araujo, of the Lesbian 
and Gay Parents Association, 
agreed. “This plan helps all chil¬ 
dren,” said Araujo. “It is primarily 
about the human right to be safe 
emotionally, physically, and men¬ 
tally.” 

A recommended timeline lists 
many components of the plan. 
Broad categories include: increas¬ 
ing interagency collaboration, 
counseling and support services, 
curriculum development, profes¬ 
sional development, and estab¬ 
lishing a safe and supportive en¬ 
vironment. T

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Plaintiff in SF HIV sex 
case lands behind bars

A gay man who sued his for¬ 
mer partner in a HlV-trans- 
mission lawsuit was arrest¬ 
ed for aggravated petty theft after 
being caught shoplifting at Macy’s 
in Union Square on June 27. 

Two days later, Mychael Todd 
Robinson was re-arrested and 
charged with felony grand theft in 
connection with a March 1996 
theft of merchandise from The 
Good Guys at Stonestown Mall. 

Identified in a photo line-up by 
a Good Guys employee, Robinson 
was in police custody when he was 
arrested on the grand theft charge. 

Robinson appeared in court 
Wednesday, July 16 for a prelimi¬ 


nary hearing in connection with 
the felony charges, and remains 
held on $15,000 petty theft war¬ 
rants from Concord, California. 
He has pleaded not guilty to the 
San Francisco charges. 

Robinson sued his former lover 
Alan Louie last May, alleging that 
Louie knew but failed to disclose 
that he was HIV-positive for more 
than a year, while frequently en¬ 
gaging in sexual relations with 
Robinson without using a condom. 
He also contends that he had a “pu¬ 
tative marriage” with Louie, despite 
state laws precluding gay marriage. 

Robinson’s complaint is the 
subject of a motion to dismiss 
filed by attorney Marty Courson 
of Welch, Olrich and Mori, a local 
law firm. The federal court mo¬ 


tion will be heard on July 17. 

Courson said that the relation¬ 
ship between Louie and Robinson 
lasted a “few short months,” and 
that Louie denies all of Robinson’s 
allegations as “preposterous and a 
complete fabrication.” 

He also blasted Robinson’s claim 
to have suffered damages based 
“upon his fear that he contracted 
the HIV/AIDS virus from Louie.” 

“Robinson’s alleged fear is un¬ 
founded. With testing methods 
available in 1997, HIV can be de¬ 
tected with about 100 percent ac¬ 
curacy after six months. Only by 
the most remote of possibilities 
will someone who tests negative 
after such a six-month interval de¬ 
velop AIDS as a result of the ques¬ 
tioned exposure,” Courson said. ▼ 


Bail set in post-Pride bashing

fPi our Fairfield, California 
|p men remain in custody at 
m the Hall of Justice on 
charges of felony assault with a 
deadly weapon and robbery after 
a Pride Day rampage that includ¬ 
ed a Mission Street gay-bashing, a 
North Beach robbery, and a Grant 
Street car crash. 

Jabari Jones, Darnell McLaren, 
and Curtiss McCain, all 20, and 
Henry Bryant, 19, are being held 
on $75,000 each. They each face a 
strike under the California three 
strike law and could receive state 
prison sentences if convicted. 

The bashing occurred after the 
defendants allegedly drove up in a 
1984 Nissan Sentra to a group of 


two gay men and three lesbian 
pedestrians at Third and Mission 
streets the evening of the Pride 
Day parade, and began calling out 
anti-lesbian and gay epithets. The 
quartet reportedly got out of the 
car and began swinging a baseball 
bat at the pedestrians, and one of 
the defendants grabbed one of the 
women’s arms. 

The group allegedly later at¬ 
tacked an older Asian man, hit 
him twice with the baseball bat, 
and robbed him - and then 
crashed into a car on Grant Street 
as they tried to get away. 

“Conviction on the robbery 
charge would be a strike. Each one 
of these incidents was totally un¬ 
provoked,” said Assistant District 
Attorney Maria Bee, who said she 
believes the gay-bashing may have 


been premeditated because the 
men came to San Francisco from 
Fairfield on Pride Day. 

Public Defender Jeff Brown, 
who represents the men charged 
in the case, distanced himself last 
week from the comments of an 
attorney in his office who stated 
that the case was being prosecuted 
for political reasons - because 
openly gay prosecutor Chuck 
Haines is a candidate for judge. 

Haines declined to comment 
on the charges, but Brown told 
the Bay Area Reporter he did not 
share attorney Paul DeMeester’s 
views - and said Haines was a fair 
and highly-skilled attorney. 
Brown also said he endorsed 
Haines for judge.

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Wanted: medicine over morals 


n the old days it was leeches. Today it’s 
finger-wagging. 

Every generation has its own med¬ 
ical crises, and its own way of dealing with 
them. Some have been wise, and some (like 
the practice of attaching leeches to patients 
to suck out their bad “humors”) have been 
idiotic. Here in San Francisco in the era of 
AIDS, health officials long ago instituted 
the uberidiotic practice of trying to moral¬ 
ize our bad humors and habits out of us. 

The good news about AIDS caseloads 
coming down across the country (includ¬ 
ing here in the Bay Area) shows that med¬ 
ical science is the correct way to deal with 
our current health crisis. What the evidence 
shows quite clearly is that the Bay Area’s 
rate of new cases is declining exactly in step 
with those in other parts of the country. 

In other words, the closing of the bath¬ 
houses has had no effect, and will have no 
effect, on our AIDS rate. All it does is put 
San Francisco behind the rest of the coun¬ 
try in the area of civil rights. 

For all the moralizing and finger-wag¬ 
ging of city officials who believe that our 
baths should stay closed (and, tacitly, that 
we shouldn’t be having sex in any other 
kind of enclosed private spaces, either), we 
are unable to see a single positive result. As 
many people have pointed out, the bath¬ 
house closures have just made it impossi¬ 
ble to put condoms directly beside a few 
dozen beds where gay men were likely to be 
having sex. 

Now that Dr. Mitch Katz has been 
named interim health director in San Fran¬ 
cisco, he has the power and authority to 
recognize these self-evident truths and put 
an end to the bathhouse closures once and 
for all. Because of the odd wording of the 
original ban on the baths, only someone in 
his current position can restore the civil 
rights that were taken away, and acknowl¬ 
edge that science is a better weapon against 
AIDS than finger-wagging. 

There are ifiany people both in and out 
of our city government (and we suspect 
Katz is among them) who will continue to 
argue that the ban is justified even if only 
one case of HIV transmission is avoided. 
That may sound laudable, but upon exam¬ 
ination it just doesn’t meet the criteria for 
sensible policy, as far as we’re concerned. 
Banning airplanes would avoid one more 
case of hijacking; banning mop buckets 


would prevent at least one case of infant 
drowning; banning ... well, you get the 
idea. 

What the Health Department can do to 
prevent more HIV transmission is bring 
science - the same thing that’s working 
everywhere else - into the Bay Area 
with a concentrated effort we have 
not yet seen. 

We need access to anti-HIV 
lubricants. Desperately. 

There is no substance yet rec¬ 
ognized as an effective microbici¬ 
dal lube, although several are being 
tested throughout the world. One such 
test (specifically testing an 
anti-HIV gel for anal sex) was 
devised by Bay Area minds - 
but was instituted in Seattle 
rather than in San Francisco. 

We’re happy for the fortunate gay men in 
Seattle, but we really don’t want to have to 
move there to be part of a promising new 
development in HIV risk reduction. 

Certainly if our health “experts” can jus¬ 
tify the trashing of civil liberties in the 
name of perhaps-only-one-case-averted, 
they can institute a full-scale study and dis¬ 
tribution of microbicidal lube. That should 
do more to rid us of our bad humor than 
all the finger-wagging and moralizing in 


the world. 

Speaking of people who are charged 
with getting a handle on the AIDS crisis, 
the Bay Area Reporter would like to wel¬ 
come Carmen Portillo to the Mayor’s HIV 
Planning Council. Portillo isn’t a newcom¬ 
er to the council - in fact, she hasn’t 
been a comer at all, which is precise¬ 
ly the problem. 

When Portillo attended the coun¬ 
cil meeting on Monday it was the first 
meeting she has attended since May 
19. Not only that, she arrived so late - 
about an hour late, specifically - 
* she missed the council’s ex¬ 
tremely important vote by 
about ten minutes. 

Portillo’s spotty attendance 
was discussed by the member¬ 
ship committee in May, after which they 
recommended she be removed. Portillo 
spoke on her own behalf at that meeting, 
expressing her interest in wanting to stay 
on the council and promising to attend fu¬ 
ture meetings. 

Another quarter has ended since her last 
appearance, and she may once again be in 
violation of the membership policy. At¬ 
tending the meeting Monday was a good 
start, but not good enough. ▼ 




Snatch and grab problems at 
Dyke March: Were you there?

W if dykes-from-hell-chariot/float. 
(There was a great Jane Cleland photo of 
our vehicle on page 10 of the July 3rd issue 
of the B.A.R.) For those who didn’t see it, 
we had a large, engorged, flaming pussy on 
the back of a VW bug, flames shooting off 
the sides, stars, flaming streamers, sparkles 
and a gang of women in various states of 
undress wielding an array of weaponry and 
torches marching alongside and on the top 
and hood of the car. We loved the response 
from the crowd - our visual seemed to cre¬ 
ate a space for straight-up snatch worship! 

Then a woman jumped up on the back 
of the car - she mugged it up with our friend 
for the photo, and sprawled on the trunk 
with another woman, where she remained 
in spite of taps on the shoulder and requests 
to get off the float. Finally she got off the car 
- but the combo of a big vulva and an auto¬ 
mobile must have triggered her sexist brain 
into thinking, “I own this.” She jumped on 
the front of the car, blocking the driver, and 
was forced off by the women sitting on the 
front. This fiat boy in lesbian body went bal¬ 
listic: she grabbed the legs of the woman sit¬ 
ting on the hood and yanked her off the car 


and onto the ground, and grabbed another 
woman by the neck and hair. 

Finally, her friends pulled her away. 

But while this occurred in a sea of dykes, 
no one acted in our support. We wonder if 
we had been dressed as “nice girls,” would 
women have been more quick to intervene? 
Did our fierce sex-positive stance make 
women question who was “at fault?” 

There were two women in the sea 
of thousands who did respond, and 
whose courageous impulse of de¬ 
fense we want to recognize. As we 
turned the corner of Valencia 
Street, a drunk guy came stumbling 
towards the back of the car 
- a woman in the crowd 
stepped up and made 
him back off. Later, as we 
headed back up 18th 
Street, the lesbian batterer spotted us from 
the sidelines. She hurled insults, we hurled 
them back. Half a block away, she started 
marching towards our vehicle for round 
two. It was clear to one woman what was 
up, and when she put her body in the 
brute’s way, the batterer hit her and knocked 
her to the ground. We hope you are okay, 
and thank you for bravely defending us. We 
hope that more women take action against 
the violence which occurs in our own com¬ 
munity. 

Beyond the particularities of this inci¬ 



dent is the silence that continues around 
the issue of lesbian battery. To confront 
lesbian battery is to challenge two danger¬ 
ously wrong assumptions: 1) Women who 
have sex with women love women, and 2) 
Violence against women is solely perpe¬ 
trated by men. 

Working to fight sexism within our own 
community should not in any way dimin¬ 
ish the fact that the overwhelming problem 
of violence against women is perpe¬ 
trated by men. But we need to 
contend with the reality - the 
mindset that disrespects 
women’s autonomy, controls 
women through violence, 
and assumes that “no” 
means “yes” is not solely 
a male purview.

If you, reader, are someone who wit¬ 
nessed any of the violence, we urge you to 
consider why you didn’t come forward to 
defend the women who were being as¬

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Less talk at Pride celebration 

[The following is an open letter to the SFLGBTP Cel¬ 
ebration Committee:] 

I had a great time at the Parade/Celebration and 
don’t want to diminish your efforts, however I believe 
some input might help. There are many of us who 
have neither the stomach nor time for board meet¬ 
ings, yet who have valid suggestions. You should make 
it easier for community members to provide input. A 
survey presented through the local queer press would 
provide that input. You might also get some from the 
entertainers who have performed at this event. And 
what a nice segue into my own suggestions. 

Number One: Less Talk and More Entertainment. 
It’s supposed to be a celebration! More than half the 
stage time went to speakers, and while the crowd was 
supportive, I got the feeling many would have pre¬ 
ferred dancing to listening. Sure, there’s lots of im¬ 
portant stuff to say, but is this a party or a rally? Fi¬ 
nally, there’s a lot of talent in the queer community, 
and it’s a shame only a few were permitted to per¬ 
form. (We were grateful to be included. Thank you, 
Dominique and Tamara!) 

Suggestion Two: Don’t schedule performers to go 
on during the height of the parade. It’s extremely de¬ 
moralizing to an artist who is playing, singing and/or 
dancing her/his heart out for an audience of two 
dozen, especially when they’re not being paid, and 
even basic expenses aren’t covered. 

Suggestion Three: Lose the Community Stage. We 
performed on this stage during the peak of 
Saturday afternoon (2:45 p.m.) to a roar¬ 
ing crowd of about thirty. Even at 3 p.m. 
on Sunday, it was still relatively dead. 

This is a waste of Celebration money 
and, again, it’s demoralizing. 

And a personal note: While I realize 
the transgender community is small 
and many of our members are deeply 
closeted or have other reasons for not 
marching, we do not appreciate being 
buried way back in the parade behind all of the com¬ 
mercial/business concerns that preceded us again this 
year. It’s nice we’re included in the LGBT name, but 
how about some tangible respect? Remember who 
started Stonewall.

Parade ordeal 

Why is it that San Francisco can turn a simple 2 
1\2 hour parade into a 5-hour ordeal? 

After attending the Gay Pride Parade again this 
year, I am still amazed that the city insists on letting 
traffic cross Market Street during the parade. Look 
what they do for the Bay to Breakers race. Streets are 
closed down for the duration of that event, why don’t 
they do the same for this event, one that does more 
for the city than that race. 

All the city would have to do is move the parade to 
a ten o’clock start and tell the motorists to avoid the 
whole area until after the parade was finished. Put in 
the newspapers alternate ways to get to the highways 
and post signs on streets leading into Market Street. 
This way the city would not have to have as many po¬ 
lice officers around, the participants would not have 
to stop every 15 minutes to let traffic through, and 
motorists wouldn’t have to sit in stopped traffic until 
they were able to cross Market Street. 

Also, it would be nice to have the Grand Marshals 
of the parade drive by in the beginning of the parade, 
like all other parades, not a few hours into it.

Facts of booze and beverage 

This letter is in response to the June 26,1997 let¬ 
ter slamming the Pride Committee for hiring outside 
the gay community for Beverage and Booze conces¬ 
sions. Mr. “Name withheld by request” threw out 
plenty of accusations and made plenty of innuendoes 
in his letter that hit the stands two days before Pride 
weekend, doing more damage to the community than 
any heterosexual-owned beverage and booze conces¬ 
sion could possibly do. Now let’s talk facts. As a gay 
catering company owner, I was approached to handle 
beverages for Pride. While I have the ability to draw a 
large staff, I have insurance, and I have the knowledge 
to pull off the events we are addressing, I do not have 
the ability to pull 250 trained professional bartenders 
who will focus on getting the job done for an eight 
hour shift, nor do I have a $10,000,000 insurance pol¬ 
icy, nor do I have the clout that Derek of Best Bever¬ 
age Company had to draw the beverage sponsors like 
Miller and Bud Light (notice no Coors sponsorship). 
We made a valid attempt to find someone in the com¬ 
munity who could handle this type of event, keeping 
the money “at home,” to no avail. Nor have we had 
the support of smaller business owners who could 
pool their resources and in tandem pull off this event 
by themselves. 

Here are some other facts. These events are outra¬ 
geously expensive to put together. There are police 
and security, permits, gates, stages, speakers, DJs, 
sound equipment, rental trucks, toilets, garbage dis¬ 
posal and street sweepers, and an infinite list 
of other details that you may not consider 
| that all cost a tremendous amount of 
money. The largest corporate sponsors are 
the beer companies that come from out¬ 
side the city. Refer to the article on page 
14 of the June 26 issue and see what a 
paltry amount of money the corpora¬ 
tions in our fair city contribute. Who do 
you work for, and did you solicit money 
for the cause? The money for Market 
Street corridor permits went directly to the police de¬ 
partment, and not into the hands of Pride. These in¬ 
cluded vendors of all types, including beverage and 
booze. You can bet there was no consideration given 
to gay businesses there. 

As far as the volunteer situation goes, please be in¬ 
formed that it takes thousands of people to staff an 
event of this size... 500,000 people this year, and gear¬ 
ing up for one million in the year 2000. Your biggest 
complaint the last few years was that you didn’t want 
to stand in line to buy booze. Well, we addressed that. 
We hired a professional with 250 bartenders to take 
your order. Did you wait in line for a beer this year? 
Probably not. The few volunteers that did show up to 
work their shifts were monetarily compensated to 
their chosen “Not for Profit organization.” If we got 
volunteers that signed up, showed up and worked 
their shift, we would not need to hire anyone, but we 
are getting so few willing to commit time (and frankly 
most of the volunteers that worked where I was were 
straight women, and I would like to thank them and 
all others), that it is necessary to hire those who can 
and will work and put on a party for the gay com¬ 
munity. Did you volunteer? Would you keep you eyes 
and mind on the business at hand and not the great 
bod walking in front of your area every few seconds? 
Would you stay for your committed time? 

As far as the Pride Committee meetings go, they 
are boring, but I go and sit through them. It is im¬ 
portant to me that each Pride be better than the last. 
They are open meetings. Come and vote. Come and 
share your opinion with everyone. Obviously you are 
wanting this to be a celebration much like the control 
Christopher Street West placed on Pride in L.A. where 
it costs $10 to get through the gate, and no money at 
all goes to the community. Don’t hide behind “Name 
withheld by request” published two days before Pride 
and expect to be taken seriously. See you at the next 
meeting if you ARE serious.

No blanket statements 

I had the opportunity to participate as a volunteer 
during the Peacemaking Conference last month. I 
also had the opportunity to listen to all of the Dalai 
Lama’s presentations, and was in attendance at his 
news conference on Tuesday, June 10 as well. 

At that news conference, a reporter asked other 
about the Buddhist view of homosexuality. His Holi¬ 
ness responded by citing 2,000-year-old scripture 
which speaks about the inappropriateness of sexual 
activity involving the mouth, the anus, and the hand 
(by the way, no distinction was made between het¬ 
erosexual or homosexual activity in this). 

The Dalai Lama did say that there were proscrip¬ 
tions against same-sex activity, but that these pro¬ 
scriptions need to be reinterpreted in light of the 
modem socio-cultural environment. Can you imag¬ 
ine certain Western religious leaders saying this? 

In other words, no blanket statements about the 
“ethics” of same-sex activity in today’s world was 
made. His Holiness did say that from a purely rights 
point of view, gays and lesbians, as all people, must 
be accorded all human and legal rights. 

By virtue of his position as the spiritual leader of 
Tibetan Buddhism, the Dalai Lama’s views are ac¬ 
corded considerable respect (infallibility in the 
Catholic sense - the Pope is infallible when speaking 
on matters of faith and morals - does not exist in 
Buddhism, even though Westerners have taken to re¬ 
ferring to the Dalai Lama as “His Holiness”). We Ti¬ 
betan Buddhists also believe he is the reincarnation 
of the Buddha of Compassion, and as such is spiritu¬ 
ally a fully-liberated being, who chooses to endure the 
endless cycle of birth, death, and rebirth in order to 
assist other beings to attain this same liberation. 

It is with the reality of all of this in mind that I can 
accept the Dalai Lama’s commentary on gay and les¬ 
bian sexuality and still be at peace with my spiritual 
and sexual practice. He has not closed any doors - 
rather, he’s opened them. He has not condemned us. 
Rather, he has praised our sense of caring, commu¬ 
nity, and compassion. 

We have now, as gay and lesbian people, a chance 
to leverage this great man’s compassion, as well as his 
influence, to our benefit and the benefit of all people 
who are oppressed. Subsequent to this news confer¬ 
ence, the Dalai Lama suggested a conference specifi¬ 
cally on the area of gay and lesbian sexuality when he 
admitted that he wasn’t sure as to why the original 
proscriptions were instituted in the first place. Let’s 
make the best of this wonderful opportunity.

Re: Political Calendar, July 3. 

I can’t decide whether your not listing CUSP this 
time ’round was better than listing it solely under a 
“Sexual Freedom” category, as was done once previ¬ 
ously. 

For the record, CUSP members present at its May 
28 meeting adopted house rules which declared its 
purpose “to work for the removal of the ban on pri¬ 
vate spaces in San Francisco sex establishments.” Al¬ 
though one of its principal spokespersons was early 
on characterized as a “sex activist” as opposed to, say, 
“civil rights activist,” CUSP has no official position on 
“sexual freedom,” nor has it a definition of “promis¬ 
cuity,” much less has it undertaken to provide defini¬ 
tive statements regarding “safe” or “safer sex.” 

CUSP continues to meet the 2nd and 4th Wednes¬ 
days of every month. Members continue to monitor 
meetings of the Human Rights Commission (HRC), 
the HRC LGBT Advisory Board, Health Commission, 
and Building Inspection Commission, where they oc¬ 
casionally make statements on their own. At the 
“Pride Festival,” CUSP erected a booth (which pre¬ 
sumably provided some privacy on Justin Herman 
Plaza to those who availed themselves), collected ad¬ 
ditional signatures, and distributed a leaflet which il¬ 
lustrated how Willie Brown’s administration contin¬ 
ues the bathhouse policies of Dianne Feinstein under 
the guise of Health Dept, regulations issued without 
public hearings or even discussion by the Health 
Commission. 

So long as no other organization - legal, political, 
or trade - takes up this issue, it is likely that CUSP 
will continue to meet, or at the very least, that its 
members will continue to make statements in public 
fora. Therefore, it would seem appropriate to list 
CUSP under “Activist Organizations,” although ad¬ 
mittedly “activist” is a debased term, appearing as it 
does in the salutation of every other fundraising let¬ 
ter one receives these days.

jjj* ormer U.S. Senator George 
* ' McGovern, himself the De- 
1 mocratic Party nominee for 
president in 1972, recently wrote 
an interesting column for the 
prestigious Los Angeles Times 
about how the sport of “presiden¬ 
tial bashing” seems to have finally 
gotten out of hand. Even though 
I’m far from being an admirer of 
President Bill Clinton, I read Mc¬ 
Govern’s column with more than 
a bit of interest.

As for the president’s alleged 
sexual escapades, Presidents Jef¬ 
ferson, Warren Harding, Dwight 
Eisenhower, FDR, Lyndon 
Johnson, John Kennedy, and 
even George Herbert Walker 
Bush have had similar charges 
leveled against them.

Last year at this time, I was 
going on about hiking to the top 
of Mt. Shasta and looking down 
on the mountain as though it 
were a topographical map of my 
psyche. I didn’t make it to the top, 
but somehow I’ve managed to get 
the same effect: this past year has 
been one of being able to reach 
into the depths of the subcon¬ 
scious and pull out a lot of indi¬ 
vidual items for inspection - usu¬ 
ally while hiking on some hillside.

There was some contra¬ 
diction here, one never explained 
to me adequately. 

Suddenly seeing pieces of the 
subconscious puzzle out on the 
table is a strange thing. Does the 
question middle age poses revolve 
around the choice of looking at 
them in the light or, tired of 
straining to see, relaxing and let¬ 
ting them remain fuzzy? Some¬ 
times, as I keep doing the things 
that bring me joy and make me 
think, I wonder about that. ▼

T rikone, the Bay Area-based 
group for lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual South Asians, has 
appointed Everlyn Hunter chair.

pact of race and diasporic influ¬ 
ences outside of South Asia, on 
American South Asian communi¬ 
ties.” 

Said McDougal, “I am sorry to 
leave the board, but am glad that

cellent job. I enjoyed my time as 
co-chair.” 

Trikone (Sanskrit for triangle) 
is a nonprofit group for lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual South Asians. 
South Asia includes Afghanistan, 
Bangladesh, Burma, India, Mal¬ 
dives, Nepal, Pakistan, Sri Lanka, 
and Tibet. 

Trikone was formed in 1986 in 
the Bay Area and is the oldest kind 
of group of its kind in the world. 
Its goal is to bring men and 
women of South Asian heritage 
together in a friendly, supportive, 
and non-judgmental environ¬ 
ment, and to promote awareness, 
visibility, and acceptance of alter¬ 
native sexuality in society.

synchronicity?

( n 1971, Harvard psychologist 
Martha McClintock pub¬ 
lished a short paper in the 
British scientific journal Nature. 
In it, she reported that the men¬ 
strual periods of women who 
share rooms in college dormito¬ 
ries tend to come into synchrony 
in the course of the academic year. 

During the decade after the 
appearance ol McClintock’s 
paper, a number of further pa¬ 
pers, both by McClintock and 
others, seemed to confirm the ex¬ 
istence of menstrual synchrony, 
and to show that it occurred in 
other groups of women besides 
college roommates: women on 
sports teams, women in a shared 
workplace environment, and sis¬ 
ters in families. McClintock also 
suggested a mechanism for how 
menstrual synchrony comes 
about: chemical signals or 
pheromones spread in the air 
from one woman to another, 
bringing their menstrual cycles 
into alignment. 

There is something very ap¬ 
pealing about the idea of men¬ 
strual synchrony, particularly 
from a feminist perspective. It 
could be seen as the physical sign 
of an intimate, quasi-sexual bond 
between women (regardless of 
their sexual orientation) - a sign 
that is invisible to male oppres¬ 
sors, like the secret signs of slaves 
or prisoners. The phenomenon 
has been mentioned in many 
books about women’s lives and 
bodies. In 1996, for example, Joan 
Borysenko described it in A 
Woman's Book of Life. She pre¬ 
sented menstrual synchrony, and 
its pheromonal mechanism, as es-

tablished facts, and she suggested 
that women are commonly aware 
of the phenomenon from their 
own experience. 

Yet today, 26 years after Mc¬ 
Clintock’s original paper, men¬ 
strual synchrony is in big trouble. 
Several lines of evidence have 
thrown the whole phenomenon 
into doubt. First, it has 
been pointed out by a 
number of scientists 
that McClintock’s original 
study was marred by an error 
of analysis, and that this error 
would tend to cause an apparent 
convergence of the 
women’s menstrual pe¬ 
riods over time, even if 
no such convergence 
really took place. Mc¬ 
Clintock has acknowl¬ 
edged the existence of this error, 
but maintains, probably correctly, 
that the error was not large 
enough to explain her results. 

Second, a number of more re¬ 
cent studies have failed to observe 
menstrual synchrony in situations 
where it was thought to occur. In 
an Israeli study published in 1997, 
for example, the author failed to 
see any convergence of menstrual 
periods among college room¬ 
mates - the very kind of subject in 
which McClintock originally re¬ 
ported the effect. Other negative 
results have been reported for 
women on sports teams and 
women in the workplace. 

Perhaps the most interesting 
negative study is one conducted 
on lesbian couples by Wenda Tre- 
vathan and her colleagues at New 
Mexico and Arizona State Univer¬ 
sities. These researchers chose 29 
lesbian couples who had been co¬ 
habiting (and usually sleeping to¬ 
gether and having sex with each 
other) for some time. Thus, one 
would expect that, if convergence 
of menstrual periods does occur, 
the periods of the two women in 
each couple would already have 
come into lock-step. In fact, how¬ 
ever, the menstrual periods of the 
two women in each couple were 
randomly spaced at the beginning 
of the study, and they did not con¬ 
verge as the study progressed. 
Thus, women who one might 
most expect to show menstrual 
synchrony seem not to do so. 

Finally, there are theoretical 
problems with menstrual syn¬ 
chrony. If it is a real phenomenon, 
it must have evolved (or been 
maintained) during the hundreds 


of thousands of years of hunter- 
gatherer culture that preceded our 
species’ brief period of “civiliza¬ 
tion.” But from what we know of 
contemporary and past hunter- 
gatherer cultures, women did not 
generally experience repeated 
menstrual cycles in the way they 
do today, because they were usu¬ 
ally pregnant or nursing 
infants. If that is 
true, it’s difficult 
to see how the mechanism 
for menstrual synchrony 
could have evolved. 

It is possible that “menstrual 
synchrony” is an illu¬ 
sion, fostered by anec¬ 
dotes and random co¬ 
incidences. Certainly, 
anecdotes have played 
a big part in the story. 
McClintock’s original paper start¬ 
ed with an undocumented story 
of seven female lifeguards whose 
periods all occurred within a 
four-day period, after a mere 
three months of working together. 
Yet neither McClintock’s nor any¬ 
one else’s data would support the 
idea that such rapid and complete 
synchronization actually occurs. 
Similarly, when I broached the 
subject on a sexologists’ mailing- 
list recently, one woman described 
how her three daughters had 
“emptied a box of 40 tampons” in 
a few days. Such anecdotal evi¬ 
dence may be a good initial spur 
to scientific investigation, but it 
can hardly be the clincher. 

It is also possible that men¬ 
strual synchrony does occur, but 
only in limited circumstances that 
have not yet been adequately de¬ 
fined. Either way, it’s a sad reflec¬ 
tion on the degree of scientific at¬ 
tention paid to women’s issues 
that, twenty-six years after men¬ 
strual synchrony was first report¬ 
ed, there is still no agreement 
about whether the phenomenon 
really exists, let alone about its 
mechanism. T

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All My Children's 
gay kid gets good 
plot, bad medicine

T hroughout the past several 
weeks, Kevin Sheffield (Ben 
Jorgensen) on ABC’s All My 
Children has begun to develop a 
storyline involving themes in¬ 
cluding gay youth and family, ho¬ 
mophobia, and so-called “repara¬ 
tive therapy.” After Kevin came 
out over a year ago, his parents 
abandoned him. Now his mother 
has returned and has urged Kevin 
to see an anti-gay therapist who 
claims he can “cure” Kevin’s sexu¬ 
al orientation. By doing so, the 
mother hopes to reconcile Kevin 
with his virulently bigoted father 
and “make life easier” for Kevin, 
who she fears will have a hard life 
because he is gay. 

Meanwhile, hospital Chief of 
Staff and beloved AMC Patriarch 
Dr. Joe Martin introduced the 
quack therapist Dr. Chapman, by 
calling him a manipulative, un¬ 
ethical “snake oil” doctor whose 
methods deceive and end up 
doing far more damage than 
good. 

Kevin has begun seeing Dr. 
Chapman to please his mother. 
Kevin’s close female friend, Kelsey, 
has formed a one-sided crush on 
him, and is hoping against hope 
that Kevin will change his sexual 
orientation. Will Kevin resolve his 
desire to reunite with his family, 
make his galpal happy, expose Dr. 
Chapman’s bigotry, and maintain 
his own dignity? 

According to GLAAD sources 
on the show, this story will appear 
once or twice a week and has the 
support of ABC’s daytime televi¬ 
sion executives. Still, this is a 
groundbreaking plot for soap op¬ 
eras and ABC needs to receive 
clear support from fair-minded 
viewers. By opening a dialogue 
about the pressures placed on gay 
youth by their families as well as 
exposing the malicious motives of 
anti-gay therapists who claim they 
can “change” sexual orientation, 
All My Children’s new plot will 
undoubtedly be thought-provok¬ 
ing and educational. 

Please applaud ABC for 
Kevin’s continued presence on 
AMC and the ongoing plot about 
his sexual orientation and the dis¬ 
crimination based on it. It is espe¬ 
cially important that women ages 
18-49, daytime’s main demo¬ 
graphic, respond.

Time watches transgender 
custody fight 

In the July 7 issue of Time 
magazine, Jeanne McDowell ex¬ 
amines a child-custody case in 
California involving a transgender 


father whose parental rights are 
being challenged by his estranged 
wife, not because he is incapable 
of parenting - but because he un¬ 
derwent sex-reassignment 
surgery. The article explains 
Joshua Vecchione’s fight to con¬ 
tinue co-parenting his daughter, 
Briana. Vecchione made the tran¬ 
sition to male in 1976, and has 
been upfront and honest about 
being transgender with both of 
his former wives. Kristie Vec¬ 
chione, who is suing Joshua for 
sole custody of their daughter 
(conceived by artificial in¬ 
semination with 
Joshua’s brother acting 
as a donor), says that 
their marriage was 
never valid - since 
Joshua was once 
woman, their union 
violated California’s 
same-sex marriage 
ban, and that Joshua is 
not entitled to joint custody of 
Briana. 

The story is told in a balanced 
and fair manner, treating both 
parents’ concerns sensitively. The 
issue of Joshua’s transgender sta¬ 
tus is dealt with in a matter-of- 
fact way, relevant to the story. Mc¬ 
Dowell sees no need to seek the 
opinion of small-minded bigots, 
which would give a misguided 
and ultimately prejudicial angle to 
the story; instead she lets the play¬ 
ers in this human drama speak for 
themselves, with dignity and re¬ 
spect intact. 

Thank Time for this responsi¬ 
ble and moving story about a fa¬ 
ther who simply wants to parent 
his child.

Sega, PlanetWeb take 
small step after dialogue 
with GLAAD 

Planet Web’s Sega Saturn game 
console browser featured an anti¬ 
gay content filter entitled “alter¬ 
native lifestyles,” defined as “im¬ 
partial references to homosexual¬ 
ity, bisexuality, transvestites, and 
transgender issues or lifestyles.” It 
contained archaic homophobic 
language such as allowing the op¬ 
tion to block sites that “promote 
alternative lifestyles or attempt to 
recruit the viewer into the 
lifestyle.” In response to an ongo¬ 
ing dialogue with GLAAD, Plan¬ 
etWeb and Sega have taken their 
first step forward in fairer and 
more equal access to the Internet 
for gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender people. 

PlanetWeb has reworded the 
definitions of the content filter so 
that instead of “alternative 
lifestyles,” it now offers the option 
to block “Gay, Lesbian, and Trans¬ 
gender Subjects.” While Plan¬ 
etWeb still offers filters of “posi¬ 
tive” and “impartial” gay repre¬ 
sentations, it has added the option 
of blocking sites with “a negative 
representation of gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender subjects.” 

GLAAD applauds this small 
step forward, but PlanetWeb and 
Sega still single out our commu¬ 
nity, treating us as an ideology in¬ 


stead of as an orientation. 
GLAAD fully supports a parent’s 
right to choose the content a child 
sees. But PlanetWeb and Sega do 
not provide parents the option of 
choosing to block out other entire 
classes of people, on such traits as 
race, gender, age, national origin, 
or physical or mental ability. By 
singling out the gay community 
among these groups, PlanetWeb 
and Sega perpetuate the miscon¬ 
ception that the gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, and transgender 
community is simply a “con¬ 
troversial ideology,” 
such as politics, vio¬ 
lence, or nudity, rather 
than an orientation. 

GLAAD has chal¬ 
lenged these compa¬ 
nies to ask themselves 
if the same technology 
had existed before the 
civil rights movement, 
would they have of¬ 
fered the option to filter out civil 
rights information or positive 
representation of people of color. 
In the July 3 CNET’s News.com , 
PlanetWeb founder Ken Soohoo 
“said that he never would filter 
out a certain racial or ethnic 
group. ‘We’re not in the business 
of selling prejudice here.’” 

GLAAD hopes that PlanetWeb 
and Sega will make the connec¬ 
tion that prejudice is prejudice. 
GLAAD has sent letters to both 
companies outlining its concerns 
and offering GLAAD as a resource 
in planning a fairer and more 
equal content-filtering system. 
Sega has expressed a willingness 
to seek resolution. 

Please let both Sega and Plan¬ 
etWeb know that their respon¬ 
siveness is encouraging and urge 
them to work with GLAAD to 
continue moving towards a more 
fair and equal Internet for all.

Lesbian identity forum July 25

T he boundaries of lesbian 
identity have appeared in¬ 
creasingly permeable in re¬ 
cent years. The revelation that 
well-known lesbian figures such 
as JoAnn Loulan have sexual rela¬ 
tionships with men, and that oth¬ 
ers like Ann Heche have sexual re¬ 
lationships with women but do 
not consider themselves lesbian - 
as well as the recent explosion of 
transgender visibility - have 
called into question just what it 
means to be a lesbian. 

This question will be explored 
at a Friday, July 25 public forum 
entitled “Outsiders on the Inside: 
Lesbians Exploring Sexual Orien¬ 
tation and Gender Identification.” 
The event will feature Loulan and 
Kate Bornstein, and will be mod¬ 
erated by Kathryn Dean Kendall, 
JD. The forum is sponsored by the 
Institute for the Advancement of 
Human Behavior. 

Loulan is well-known for her 
involvement in the lesbian rights 
movement. She is a therapist who 
has written widely on lesbian sex 
and relationships. Loulan gar¬ 
nered headlines earlier this year 
when she announced she was in a 
romantic and sexual relationship 
with a man, yet still considers her¬ 
self to be a lesbian, not bisexual or 
heterosexual. Bornstein is a trans- 
gendered activist, performance 
artist, and author of the book 
Gender Outlaw who “at one time 
sought inclusion in the lesbian 


community.” Although the two 
come from very different situa¬ 
tions, both have faced exclusion 
from the lesbian community. The 
forum will explore whether les¬ 
bians need to “close ranks” to 
maintain their integrity, or 
whether the community of 
women-loving-women would be 
better served by expanded bound¬ 
aries and more flexible definitions. 

Bornstein told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “I think what’s happen¬ 
ing is that we’re approaching the 
end of what might be called the 
Identity Age, where what we are is 
so important to our lives. ... The 
good thing about identity politics 
is that it gives people a sense of 
membership, a sense of belong¬ 
ing. The bad thing, I think, is that 
we have to give up a little or a lot 
of our personal integrity in order 


to measure up to some perfect 
identity membership require¬ 
ments. ... When someone like me 
comes wandering into the lesbian 
community, I just don’t measure 
up, and my presence begins to call 
into question the nature of those 
membership requirements. 

“Same with gender. Do I belong 
to the gender Woman? I don’t think 
so, but my presence calls the nature 
of that category, as well as the 
membership requirements of a lot 
of folks who do currently belong to 
that category, into question.” 

Bornstein commented that 
while she and Loulan have both 
violated membership require¬ 
ments of the lesbian community, 
they have handled their outsider 
status quite differently. She said, 
“JoAnn insists on her right to 
maintain her [lesbian! member-

timidation, threats, physical, and 
sexual violence. Studies have 
shown that one out of four 
women in lesbian relationships 
suffers from violence at the hands 
of their lovers or ex-lovers.

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Anti-gay company suing SF 
revealed as penny ante business 

Still no Arizona address found for PM&M

P M&M Electric, Inc., the 
Oakland-based company 
that is suing San Francisco 
over its domestic partner benefit 
law, had an income of less than 
$1,000 last year, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has learned. According to 
information the B.A.R. obtained, 
the company has yet to make over 
$25,000 in any year since 1989. 
Last year it reported making only 
$ 888 . 

The B.A.R. has been investigat¬ 
ing PM&M since the lawsuit was 
filed, in an effort to find out the 
company’s size, the extent of its 
contracts with other municipali¬ 
ties, and other information. 
PM&M is represented in its law¬ 
suit by the Pat Robertson-backed 
American Center for Law and Jus¬ 


tice (ACLJ). The lawsuit was filed 
in U.S. District Court June 17. 

According to its lawsuit, the 
company provides building and 
construction services on a con¬ 
tract basis to customers in Cali¬ 
fornia and Arizona, and has an 
office there. However, although 
the company maintains it has an 
office in Gilbert, Arizona, a city 
just south of Mesa, the B.A.R. has 
been unable to find any evidence 
of such an office. 

PM&M does have valid con¬ 
tractors licenses in California and 
Arizona. The company filed an 
annual report and disclosure with 
the Arizona Corporation Com¬ 
mission for 1996, and listed that 
it has fewer than 25 employees. 
The report also indicates the 
company owns about $1 million 
in property. It is not known 
where that property is located. 


PM&M has a valid business li¬ 
cense in Oakland, according to 
that city’s business license office. 
Annual income figures include 
income generated from work in 
Oakland and elsewhere. 

PM&M does not appear to be 
a large company: approximate 
annual income figures obtained 
by the B.A.R. show the firm 
earned $20,000 in 1989; $25,000 
in 1990; $15,900 in 1991; $3,700 
in 1992; $10,000 in 1993; $23,700 
in 1994; and $9,900 in 1995. The 
information calls into question 
the ACLJ’s contention that 
PM&M is expanding and wants 
to bid on and get contracts in San 
Francisco. 

It is unknown whether 
PM&M has had contracts with 
other municipalities or how ex¬ 
tensive those contracts may have 
been. The firm has never had 


contracts with San Francisco. 

Various California and Ari¬ 
zona records indicate that three 
Contra Costa County men are of¬ 
ficers of the company. All are be¬ 
lieved to reside in Martinez: two 
have addresses on the same street, 
and all the homes are within a 
short distance of one another in 
a middle class residential area. 
PM&M’s officers are: Ronald Ellis 
Hammer, 42, president of 
PM&M; John K. Giacoma, 43, 
vice president; and John B. Gia¬ 
coma, Jr., 65, secretary and trea¬ 
surer. 

Repeated calls to the Giaco- 
mas and to ACLJ attorney Ben¬ 
jamin Bull in Scottsdale, Arizona 
were not returned to the B.A.R. 
Additionally, the company’s Oak¬ 
land phone number now has no 
message identifying it as the 
number for PM&M Electric; as

An increase in early rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) 
occurred at 399 times the human exposure, while survival of neonates 
was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human exposure. A study 
in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through the 
placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half 
the concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and 
well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction 
studies are not always predictive of human response, stavudine 
should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers 

Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is excreted in milk. 
Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in 
nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing 
if they are receiving stavudine. This is consistent with the recom¬ 
mendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their in¬ 
fants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV. 

Pediatric Use 

Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from 
adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with ad¬ 
ditional safety data in 115 pediatric patients and pharmacokinetic 
data in 25 of these patients. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV- 
infected pediatric patients (age range: 5 weeks to 15 years, weight 
range: 2 to 43 kg) after IV and oral administration of 0.125, 0.5, 
1, and 2 mg/kg as single doses and as BID regimens. The mean 
± SD absolute bioavailability was 76.9 ± 31.7% (n=20). Peak plas¬ 
ma concentration (C m „) and area under the plasma concentration¬ 
time curve (AUC) increased in proportion to dose after both sin¬ 
gle and multiple doses. 

Following intravenous infusions (n=21), the mean ± SD volume 
of distribution was 18.5 ± 9.17 L7mZ The distribution of stavudine into 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSFJ was assessed in 8 pediatric patients after 
12 weeks of multiple oral dosing. The concentration of stavudine in 
CSF samples ranged form 0.008 to 0.105 pg/mL at times ranging from 
2 to 3 hours post-dose (dose ranging from 0.125 to 1 mg/kg). CSF 
concentrations ranged from 16% to 125% (mean ± SD of 59% + 35%) 
of the concentration in simultaneous plasma samples. 

The terminal elimination half-line after oral or intravenous ad¬ 
ministration of stavudine was approximately one hour. The mean ± 
SD total body clearance after Mravenous infusion was 247 ± 94 
mL/min/mZ The mean ± SD apparent oral clearance was 333 ± 87 
mL/min/mZ.The percent of the dose excreted uncharged in the urine 
was 34.5% after oral administration. 

The clearance of stavudine is related to both body surface area and 
body weight. When dosing according to body weight, the recommended 
dosage for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 kg is 2 mg/kg/day 
in divided doses. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater should 
receive the recommended adult dose. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT (stavudine) is peripheral neuropathy 
(see ‘WARNINGS’’ section). 

Adults: Peripheral neuropathy is dose related (see Table 2). 
Modest elevation of hepatic transaminases was also observed com¬ 
monly in controlled trials. _ ' __

Finns 
sentence 
rapper to 14 
years for 
passing HIV

M merican rap artist Stephen 
Thomas of New York is 
Jr x going to jail for 14 years for 
knowingly infecting Finnish 
women with HIV. 

The 36-year-old Thomas was 
convicted Thursday, July 10 of 17 
counts of attempted manslaugh¬ 
ter, for having unprotected sex 
with the women and failing to tell 
them about his HIV status. Five of 
the 17 women have tested positive 
for the virus. 

Thomas’s lawyer Aarno Arvelo 
called the punishment handed 
down by the Helsinki District 
Court “a very stiff sentence. It’s 
certainly up there among the 
longest sentences ever issued in 
Finland.” 

He says Thomas would appeal 
the sentence, which also includes 
a monetary payment of $57,000 
to each of the HIV-positive 
women and $4,000 to each of the 
other 12. In addition, the court 
ordered the trial transcript sealed 
for 40 years to protect the identi¬ 
ties of the women. 

Thomas moved to Finland in 
1991 and discovered two years 
later he was HIV-positive. 

Finland has one of the lowest 
AIDS death rates in Europe. 
Since 1982,200 people have died 
from AIDS and 800 have tested 
positive. ▼ 
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House 

defunds NEA

T he U.S. House of Represen¬ 
tatives voted to defund the 
National Endowment for 
the Arts (NEA) on Thursday, July 
10, effectively abolishing the 
agency. The NEA was funded at 
$99.5 million for the current fis¬ 
cal year. 

The House Rules committee 
had voted July 9 not to protect 
funding for the NEA. The follow¬ 
ing day, the committees vote was 
upheld on the House floor by a 
close vote of 217 to 216. In its 
consideration of the Department 
of the Interior appropriations bill, 
the House further voted to strip 
the agency of a remaining $10 
million that was to be used for 
costs related to shutting down the 
agency. Republican Duncan 
Hunter of California said, “We are 
not going to give the money to 
aging hippies anymore to dese¬ 
crate the crucifix or do other 
strange things.” 

Following the defunding vote, 
Hunter and Representatives Ver¬ 
non Ehlers (R-MI) proposed a 
compromise amendment to elim¬ 
inate the agency and instead allo¬ 
cate $80 million in federal block 
grants for arts funding to states 
and school boards. The amend¬ 
ment failed by a vote of 155-271. 
With no funding, however, the 
fate of the NEA remains in jeop¬ 
ardy. 

An effort by House Republi¬ 
cans to eliminate funding for the 
National Endowment for the Hu¬ 
manities failed on a voice vote on 
Friday, although a recorded vote 
was scheduled for this week 
The NEA’s authorization offi¬ 
cially expired in 1993 amid ongo¬ 
ing accusations from conserva¬ 
tives that the agency funded work 
that is homoerotic, pornographic, 
and offensive to religion. Early

skirmishes involved the works of 
Robert Mapplethorpe and Andre 
Serrano’s “Piss Christ,” which de¬ 
picted a crucifix in a jar of urine. 
Attempts since then to reautho¬ 
rize the agency have been unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

The House was expected to 
pass its final Interior appropria¬ 
tions bill on Tuesday, July 15. The 
Senate will begin to consider its 
version of the spending bill 4his 
week, with the Senate Interior ap¬ 
propriations subcommittee 
scheduled to mark up their legis¬ 
lation on July 18. 

NEA advocates claim to have 
strong support in the Senate, in¬ 
cluding appropriations subcom¬ 
mittee chair Slade Gorton (R- 
WA) and Rules Committee chair 
John Warner (R-VA). According 
to NEA Chair Jane Alexander, the 
agency did not get a fair vote on 
its merits in the House “due to 
party politics.” She said, “We now 
look to the Senate for a fair debate 
and vote on the future of the 
agency.” 

The White House has said that 
President Clinton would consider 
vetoing the spending bill if NEA 
funds are cut or the agency is 
eliminated. ▼ 


National Council of 
Churches supports 
pro-gay sex ed video

A new Planned Parenthood 
sex education video kit that 
says gay relationships can 
be “fulfilling” and defends abor¬ 
tion as “safe” has received the en¬ 
dorsement of a National Council 
of Churches official responsible 
for Christian education. 

Promotional material for the 
Planned Parenthood video Talk¬ 
ing About Sex includes enthusias¬ 
tic praise from the Reverend Dr. 
Joe Leonard, associate director of 
the NCC’s Ministries in Christian 
Education program. 

“Hurray!” Leonard said of the 
30-minute animated video and 
accompanying video guide. “Here 
is an engaging resource for coach¬ 
ing parents in one of their most 
important tasks - educating their 
children about sexuality.” The 
NCC official calls the video’s in¬ 
formation “complete and accu¬ 
rate.” 

“More importantly,” he said, 
“this resource gives parents help 
in communicating their values 
about sexuality.” 


Conservatives have denounced 
the tape. Diane Knippers, presi¬ 
dent of a group called Institute on 
Religion and Democracy, is most 
outraged about the parents’ guide 
that accompanies the tape. While 
it notes that “some religions con¬ 
demn homosexuality,” the book¬ 
let states that “the bottom line is 
that homosexual love relation¬ 
ships can be as fulfilling as het¬ 
erosexual love relationships.” 

It advises that children ages 
10-14 should be educated about 
“diverse family structures ... [in¬ 
cluding] gay or lesbian parents.” 

Knippers blasted the video, 
saying, “How sad! Our young 
people see the sexual devastation 
all around them. The response 
from an official of our nation’s 
largest church council is a teach¬ 
ing resource that dodges the 
moral guidance for which our 
young people yearn. Surely the 
NCC could have given its blessing 
to a resource that presented the 
Church’s own rich teaching about 
the responsible use of God’s good 
gift of sexuality.” 

“I recommend this kit unre¬ 
servedly,” Leonard said. T

Drop in SF AIDS 
deaths reported

M irroring the national news 
of declining AIDS deaths in 
1996, the just-released 
quarterly AIDS Surveillance Report 
by the Department of Public Health 
(DPH) shows there have been 162 
deaths reported during the first she 
months of 1997 in San Francisco. In 
contrast, the total number of AIDS 
deaths last year in the city was 913, 
according to the report. 

The number of new AIDS 
cases has also dropped; there have 
been 287 AIDS cases reported 
during the first six months of 
1997. Last year there were 1,098 
cases reported. 

Dr. Mitch Katz, director of com¬ 
munity health and safety for the 
city, which includes the AIDS Of¬ 
fice, told the B.A.R. that the lower 
numbers are not unexpected. 

Part of the decrease can be at¬ 
tributed to protease inhibitors 
being available for over one year. 
People living with HIV who are on 
the combination therapy are not 
developing AIDS like they were be¬ 
fore the advent of new treatments. 


“We did anticipate a drop, 
even without protease inhibitors. 
Between 1980 and 1984, there was 
a massive number of new AIDS 
cases and sadly, many of those 
people died between 1994 and 
1996,” Katz said. 

Katz cautioned that while 
combination therapy has helped 
many people living with 
HIV/AIDS, there are also many 
people who are not on the drugs 
or for whom the medications 
have not been effective. 

In addition to treatment ad¬ 
vances, Katz pointed to the success 
of local HIV prevention efforts. 

AIDS activist Michael Petrelis 
expressed optimism over the lat¬ 
est surveillance report. “These 
numbers indicate we are inching 
ever closer to the end of AIDS. 
However, I still think the DPH 
should establish a condom distri¬ 
bution program in the bars of the 
Tenderloin, Castro, and South of 
Market neighborhoods.” 

Condom distribution in bars 
and clubs frequented by gay clien¬ 
tele and others at high risk for 
HIV is expected to start later this 
summer. ▼

disparity in death rates between 
men and women” as well as be¬ 
tween ethnic groups. She pushed 
for that expansion and for an in¬ 
crease in funding for AIDS Drug 
Assistance Programs (ADAP). 

Victoria Sharp MD, medical di¬ 
rector of St. Luke’s-Roosevelt Hos¬ 
pital in Manhattan, offered anoth¬ 
er insight to the racial disparity. 
“Riker’s Island is our city jail sys¬ 
tem; 100,000 people a year pass 
through there. People behind bars 
in our state are primarily people of 
color. Up until three days ago, if 
you were HIV-positive and found 
to be someone who clinically 
should be on protease therapy, you 
did not have access to that therapy.” 

Reimbursement patterns 

“The good news is that pa¬ 
tients are living longer. It is also 
good news for payers,” Sharp said. 
“It is bad news for medical 
providers.” They are caught in a 
“revenue crunch” that leaves them 
inadequately compensated for 
their services. 

She outlined how in the past, 
hospital admittances had subsidized 
out-patient treatment of PWAs. But 
in New York state, better therapies 


have reduced hospitalization by 
$200 million while out-patient ex¬ 
penditures have increased only $10 
million. Added pressure comes from 
“much more complicated medical 
regiments” which have doubled the 
average amount of time (to about 
40 minutes) a physician must spent 
on each PWA visit 

Dr. Linda Frank, with the 
Pennsylvania AIDS Education 
and Training Center, cautioned of 
dangers to PWAs in a managed 
care environment. “This limita¬ 
tion of time and increased frag¬ 
mentation (being seen by multi¬ 
ple providers) can lead to ineffec¬ 
tive communications at a time 
when this communication is 
more important than ever.” 

“We are in the eye of the 
storm,” said activist Gregg Gon¬ 
salves with the Treatment Action 
Group (TAG). “We have bought 
ourselves some time” with pro¬ 
tease inhibitors. But he warned, 
“The 20th century has been one 
of incredible hubris when it 
comes to pestilence. We thought 
we had beaten common bacterial 
infections and defeated things like 
tuberculosis with antibiotics. And 
malaria with drugs and pesticides. 

“But in each of those cases, it 
is the bug that has had the last 
laugh and roared back with a 
most sophisticated attack.” ▼ 


Katz to serve as cit/s 
interim health director 

D r. Mitch Katz, director of community health and safety in the 
newly reorganized San Francisco Department of Public 
Health (DPH), was named interim Health Director Tuesday, 
July 15 at the Health Commission meeting. Outgoing Director Dr. 
Sandra Hernandez made the announcement at her last meeting as 
the city’s top public health official. Mayor Willie Brown and the 
commission were also involved in the decision. 

Katz and Hernandez, both of whom are openly gay, have worked 
together for several years; both at the AIDS Office, which she used 
to run, and as practicing physicians at San Francisco General Hos¬ 
pital, where they treat AIDS patients on Ward 86. 

Brown is expected to announce Hernandez’s permanent suc¬ 
cessor soon; the Health Commission must approve Brown’s choice. 

“Dr. Katz is both a colleague and a friend ” said Hernandez in 
making the announcement “There are few clinicians, leaders, and 
administrators for whom I have as much respect as I do Dr. Katz.” ▼

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$290K in SF CARE funds to go 
to direct financial help for PWAs

J| pproximately $290,000 in 
MM unallocated Ryan White 
IFw CARE money will be used 
for direct emergency financial as¬ 
sistance for people living with 
HIV/AIDS in San Francisco, San 
Mateo, and Marin counties, the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council overwhelming¬ 
ly decided Monday, July 14. Of 
the remaining $637,839 in un¬ 
spent 1997-98 CARE binds, be¬ 
tween $250,000 and $300,000 will 
fund a shallow rent subsidy pro¬ 
gram, while about $50,000 will 
fund perinatal and pediatric ser¬ 
vices. 


Monday’s council meeting was 
well-attended: 28 of the 33 active 
members were there, and many 
community groups and individ¬ 
uals sat in the audience. The 
meeting marked the first of what 
will become weekly sessions 
through August as the council de¬ 
liberates over prioritization of 
CARE funds for the next funding 
cycle. 

The council first learned of the 
unallocated money last month. 
Since then, the council’s PWA 
(people living with AIDS) Caucus 
has convened several meetings 
and ultimately drafted the pro¬ 
posal that was approved 21-2 
Monday. The only no votes came 
from Barbara Garcia and Barry 


Savage. Mariam Farooq ab¬ 
stained. 

San Mateo and Marin coun¬ 
ties receive lump sums of CARE 
money each year and comprise 
the eligible metropolitan area 
(EMA) with San Francisco. The 
PWA Caucus strongly supported 
using the one-time financial as¬ 
sistance funds throughout the 
EMA. 

“It is our intent to get this 
money into the hands of PWAs as 
much as possible, with as little of 
this money taken up by overhead 
as possible,” said member Will 
Carter. 

The council cannot specify 
which organization will be 
awarded CARE money. But since 


the motion directed the AIDS Of¬ 
fice to quickly allocate the money, 
most likely that will be done 
through an existing contractor, 
such as AIDS Emergency Fund, 
which is an example of an agency 
that provides direct emergency fi¬ 
nancial assistance to its clients. 
Currently, AEF receives CARE 
funds, but they are designated for 
housing grants. 

Monday’s decision will allow 
the extra CARE funds to be used 
for several things, including 
housing, rent, utilities, medica¬ 
tions, or other critical needs 
based on federal guidelines for 
CARE service categories. 

Regarding the shallow rent 
subsidy program approved earlier 


this year, council co-chair Norm 
Nickens said the AIDS Office is in 
the midst of contract negotia¬ 
tions. The program was initially 
slated to start this month, and 
while that is certainly still possi¬ 
ble, Nickens said it will probably 
be the end of July or perhaps Au¬ 
gust before eligible recipients get 
their subsidies. T

AIDS programs get more federal money

A IDS hit the financial jackpot 
at budgetary mark-ups on 
Capitol Hill on July 15. 
There will be $250 million more 
in funding next year over the cur¬ 
rent budget, if Congress goes 
along with the House Appropria¬ 
tions subcommittee, as seems 
likely. The biggest chunk goes to 
funding the Ryan White Care Act, 
which will reach $996.3 million in 
appropriations. 

The AIDS Drug Assistance 
Programs (ADAP) got the major 
piece of the pie, a 79 percent in¬ 
crease, all $132 million that the 
ADAP Working Group had made 
a case was needed. “It’s rare in this 
atmosphere to get what you ask 
for, to the penny, and have the 
chair say, you deserve it,” said Bill 
Arnold, cochair of the Group. 

“We owe (Appropriations sub¬ 
committee chair John) Porter (R- 
Illinois) big time. Sticking his 
neck out on something like this 
was not particularly easy, especial¬ 
ly in the context of the balanced 
budget amendment. And of 
course, the Administration didn’t 
do a fucking thing.” The Clinton 


White House refused to support 
the ADAP increase. 

Daniel Zingale, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action Coun¬ 
cil, was “elated” with the results. 
“Fortunately, many of our elected 
officials— especially Rep. 
Porter— understand the correla¬ 
tion between a sustained federal 
investment in AIDS research, pre¬ 
vention, housing, and care, and 
the dramatic drop in AIDS deaths 
announced yesterday at our State 
of AIDS Forum.” 

He estimated that the increase 
“could allow overburdened, cash- 
strapped ADAPs to continue to 
provide medications to over 
80,000 Americans living with 
HIV/AIDS.” 

Most other AIDS programs re¬ 
ceived a 4-5 percent increase in 
funding. That includes research at 
the National Institutes of Health, 
which will grow by $73 million. 
The increases were significant in 
the face of grumbling by a few 
members of Congress that AIDS 
receives too much money relative 
to other diseases. Rep. Ernest Is- 
took (R-Oklahoma) made those 
arguments in an article in the July 
14 issue of the newspaper Roll Call

true humanitarian leadership 
where the Clinton administration 
has only offered lofty rhetoric,” 
said Rich Tafel, executive director 
of Log Cabin Republicans. “The 
only thing worse than the Clinton 
administration’s lack of leadership 
on this issue is the lack of criti¬ 
cism against the White House 
from AIDS and gay organizations 
who have so visibly supported this 
President.” 


The Human Rights Campaign 
was more restrained. Senior 
health policy analyst Seth Kil- 
bourn said, “The subcommittee 
did the right thing” in increasing 
ADAP. But he was “concerned” 
that prevention activities at the 
Centers for Disease Control were 
increased by only $5 million. 
However, may AIDS groups have 
questioned the accountability and 
effectiveness of the CDC’s preven¬ 


tion activities. 

AIDS lobbyists were also 
pleased that no amendments were 
offered which would have restrict¬ 
ed the administration’s ability to 
lift the ban on federal funding for 
needle exchange programs. They 
expect that a “clean” bill will sur¬ 
vive the full House because of the 
rules under which it operates, but 
are unsure of what may happen in 
the Senate. T

Women’s Building’s eviction 
of Dovre Club comes to trial

T he San Francisco Women’s 
Building, a favorite meeting 
place for lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender, and progressive 
groups since 1981, will be closed 
unless major structural retrofit 
work is completed to bring it up 
to code. As the Women’s Building 
staff move forward with that pro¬ 
ject, an eviction trial is moving 
ahead against the building’s one 
commercial tenant, the Dovre 
Club. 

The popular Irish bar has not 
had a lease on its space since 1989, 
but it is not going without a fight. 
Powerful patrons such as politico 
Jack Davis and columnist Warren 
Hinckle have successfully mobi¬ 
lized Dovre Club supporters, 
causing those on the other side of 
the issue to organize as well. 

On June 30, women and chil¬ 
dren rallied in front of San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court to show 
their support for the two-year 
construction project. When com¬ 
pleted, the project will provide the 
Women’s Building with a licensed 
child care center, classrooms for 
afterschool programs, and ex¬ 
panded information and referral 
areas - but no Dovre Club. 

Numerous motions filed on 
behalf of the bar have delayed the 
eviction process, which started 
Wednesday, July 16, according to 
Rachel Timoner of the Women’s 
Building. 

Providing affordable child care 
for as many as 26 infants and chil¬ 
dren has become the focal point 
of the issue for Women’s Building 
staff and supporters of the pro¬ 
ject, although administrators also 


conceded that a bar just doesn’t fit 
with the mission of the Women’s 
Building. The building provides 
space for numerous groups, and 
many women attending are deal¬ 
ing with recovery issues or do¬ 
mestic violence as a result of alco¬ 
hol abuse by their partners. 

“It is difficult for them to walk 
by a bar everyday,” Timoner said. 

Child care was identified as the 
overwhelming need at several 
community meetings held last 
year, Timoner said. 

Required to save 
the entrance 

Despite the controversy’s ap¬ 
parent center over alcohol use and 
child care, there are other impor¬ 
tant reasons for the Dovre Club’s 
eviction, supporters say. The 
building has been designated a 
Level I seismic risk by the city be¬ 
cause it is constructed of unrein¬ 
forced masonry. If seismic retrofit 
work is not started this summer, 
the building will be closed, Es- 
peranza Macias, executive direc¬ 
tor, said. 

In addition, plans to bring the 
building into compliance with the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) will require changes to the 
corner space presently occupied 
by the bar. 

Macias pointed out that the 
Dovre Club would have to relo¬ 
cate during the construction any¬ 
way. “During the construction 
process ... the corner space, 
which the Dovre Club currently 
occupies, must be closed,” she 
said. 

When the project has been 
completed, there won’t be room 
for the club because of steel brac¬ 
ing and support walls that will 


“fundamentally change the corner 
space” and reduce the square 
footage. 

“The inaccessible entrance to 
the corner space is a historic fea¬ 
ture of the building which we are 
required to preserve. Therefore, 
the wall currently dividing the 
corner space from the lobby must 
be opened, allowing patrons of 
the corner space to enter through 
the front door ... and to use the 
wheelchair accessible bathrooms,” 
said Macias. 

The Women’s Building serves 
more than 50,000 women, girls, 
and families annually. The Dovre 
Club has also served as a neigh¬ 
borhood institution of sorts. Pro¬ 
prietor Paddy Nolan died last 
year, and with his passing went an 
unspoken agreement that the club 
could be in the Women’s Building, 
some observers believe. 

Last January, a community 
meeting was held specifically to 
discuss the Dovre Club; Timoner 
said it had been hoped that some 
sort of solution could be worked 
out; it was not. She pointed out 
that several potential locations 
have been identified in the Mis¬ 
sion where the bar could move. 

Macias maintains the whole 
issue is not about the club closing, 
but “about Jack Davis and Warren 
Hinckle harassing and bullying 
women and children, and pre¬ 
venting the Women’s Building 
from meeting the broad commu¬ 
nity’s needs. 

“The [Dovre Club] patrons are 
very loyal, but at the same time, 
it’s a sad commentary on society 
that individuals do not have the 
same - if not more - concern for 
services to children in this time of 
welfare cuts,” Macias said. T 
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The advantages of NNRTIs

I n recent months, some in the 
AIDS community have dis¬ 
cussed the idea of combining 
two or more members of the 
newest class of anti-HIV drugs, 
called non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitors or NNR¬ 
TIs. Because NNRTIs are highly 
potent, well-tolerated, and much 
less expensive than protease in¬ 
hibitors and some nucleoside- 
analogs, NNRTI combination 
therapy offers many advantages. 

NNRTIs are a class of drugs 
that inhibit the HIV reverse tran¬ 
scriptase enzyme. While they are 
not as well-known as protease en¬ 
zyme inhibitors, in many cases 
they as potent at inhibiting HIV 
and are an important treatment 
option. Presently, there are two 
approved NNRTIs: nevirapine 
(marketed by Boehringer Ingel- 
heim/Roxane Laboratories as Vi- 
ramune) and delavirdine (mar¬ 
keted by Pharmacia & Upjohn as 
Rescriptor; also called U90152). 

The availability of an increas¬ 
ing number of NNRTIs, com¬ 
bined with the growing number of 
patients who have failed or are in¬ 
tolerant to other anti-HIV drugs, 
will inevitably lead patients and 
physicians to experiment with 
combinations of NNRTIs. While 
the idea of combining NNRTIs 
seems surprising to some, many 
researchers and physicians previ¬ 
ously questioned the idea of com¬ 
bining nucleoside analogs with 
protease inhibitors, or an NNRTI 
and a protease inhibitor, all of 
which are now accepted practices 
in AIDS treatment. 

In addition to the two available 
NNRTIs, another four NNRTIs 
are currently undergoing human 
studies: DuPont Merck’s DMP- 
266, Hoescht Bayer’s HBY097, 
Janssen’s loviride, and Triangle 
Pharmaceutical’s MKC-442. Final¬ 
ly, both Pharmacia & Upjohn and 
Uniroyal have in advanced pre- 
clinical development several new 
classes of NNRTIs which are ap¬ 
parently non-cross-resistant with 
earlier NNRTIs. Uniroyal’s NNR¬ 
TIs, called thiocarboxanilides, are 
currently named UC10, UC040, 
UC42, U84, and UC781. 

The data? What data? 

To date, there have been no 
human studies of the safety or ef¬ 
ficacy of treating patients with 
multiple NNRTIs. Currently, 
Pharmacia & Upjohn and the In¬ 
tercompany Collaborative (a 
group of drug companies) are 
both considering the idea of con¬ 
ducting human studies. 

A review of medical literature 
found several in vitro (test tube) 
studies, with mixed results. Despite 
early disappointments, combina¬ 
tions utilizing new, more potent 
NNRTIs that are not cross-resis¬ 
tant are able to dramatically inhib¬ 
it HIV-replication in vitro. For ex¬ 
ample, combinations of a thiocar- 
boxanilide such as UC42 with an 
approved drug such as delavirdine 
are able to effectively suppress the 
virus, when combined with anoth¬ 
er drug such as 3TC. This suggests 
that NNRTI combination therapy 
may one day be an important part 
of treatment regimens. 

While combinations of NNR¬ 
TIs hold promise for the future, 
there is insufficient evidence to 
reach a recommendation regard¬ 
ing the combination of the two 
currently approved NNRTIs, 
nevirapine and delavirdine. 

Some early studies, conducted 
with some of the first NNRTIs, 


found only limited benefit from 
combining NNRTIs. Because the 
drugs apparently competed for 
the same binding site on reverse 
transcriptase enzyme, the total 
anti-HIV effect was only of the 
sum of effects of the individual 
drugs. (Balzarini, 1992). These 
studies, which included nevirap¬ 
ine, are supported by some later 
studies which found similar re¬ 
sults when nevirapine was 
combined with the new 
NNRTI, MKC-442. 

In 1995, Balzarini ( 
and colleagues found 
that the use of delavir¬ 
dine (which they called 
BHAP) in combination 
with other NNRTIs 
(UC42 and another 
drug, called TSAO) 
lead to longer viral 
suppression and the 
need to use less drug. This led re¬ 
searchers to conclude it “points to 
the feasibility of two- or three- 
[NNRTI] combinations in pre¬ 
venting break-through and resis¬ 
tance development.” (Balzarini, 
1995). The positive results are due 
to the use of more potent NNRTIs 
and the lack of cross-resistance be¬ 
tween the UC compounds and 
other NNRTIs. 

In 1996, the same researchers 
published another study which 
found that the combination of one 
NNRTI with 3TC (marketed by 
Glaxo Wellcome as Lamivudine or 
Epivir) was particularly effective at 
suppressing viral replication. 
While the virus was eventually able 
to develop resistance, the virus was 
apparently unable to develop resis¬ 
tance when 3TC was combined 
with two NNRTIs, suggesting that 
this combination deserves further 
study. The triple combinations 
which effectively suppressed repli¬ 
cation included UC42 and 3TC in 
combination with either delavir¬ 
dine or MKC-442. 

Finally, in vitro evidence sug¬ 
gests that the virus that develops 
resistance to one NNRTI may be¬ 
come more sensitive to another. 
For example, a 1993 study found 
that one of the mutations respon¬ 
sible for viral resistance to delavir¬ 
dine actually makes the virus 7-10 
fold more sensitive to other NNR¬ 
TIs, such as nevirapine (Dueweke, 
1993). This would leave the virus 
with a no-win situation: the price 
of avoiding one potent antiviral 
drug is to become more vulnera¬ 
ble to another. 

An interesting idea? 

One drug industry researcher 
who supports the idea of studying 
NNRTIs together is Dr. Lynne 
Wathen, a senior researcher with 
Pharmacia & Upjohn. Dr. Wathen 
supports the idea of studying 
delavirdine in combination with 
other NNRTIs, stating that “We 
would like to study delavirdine 
with some of the newer, not yet 
approved non-nukes.” 

While some researchers are 
concerned that cross-resistance 
will limit the utility of NNRTI- 
combinations, Wathen disagrees, 
stating, “It does look like there can 
be some additivity between non¬ 
nukes. Just because you become 
resistant to one NNRTI, that 
doesn’t mean that another 
NNRTI won’t work on those viral 
isolates.” She points out that some 
patients who switched from 
delavirdine to nevirapine have ex¬ 
perienced a greater than one-log 
drop, and the same has been seen 
in patients who have gone from 
nevirapine to delavirdine. 

When choosing NNRTI com¬ 
binations, she suggests that physi¬ 
cians and researchers consider the 


drug’s metabolic side-effects as 
well. According to Wathen, “You 
don’t want two inhibitors. An in¬ 
hibitor and an inducer would be a 
much better choice. However, the 
proof of this is to look at the an¬ 
tiviral effect.” An inducer is a drug 
that causes other drugs to be me¬ 
tabolized more rapidly, such as 
nevirapine and DMP-266. An in¬ 
hibitor is a drug that causes oth¬ 
ers to be metabolized more slow¬ 
ly, such as delavirdine and 
protease inhibitors such 
as Crixivan (indinavir). 
On a more cautious 
note, Wathen points 
out that, with regards 
to combining NNRTIs, 
there is “no clinical ex¬ 
perience [on which] 
to base decision¬ 
making.” Because the 
primary side-effect of 
many NNRTIs is skin rash, Dr. 
Wathen is concerned that using 
them together could exacerbate 
the problem. According to Wa¬ 
then, “The potential is there to get 
a severe rash from nevirapine, and 
a possibly more moderate rash 
from delavirdine. We don’t know 
the risk of combining them.” 

An uninteresting idea? 

Another pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany researcher, Dr. Alan Gold¬ 
berg, was much less enthusiastic. 
Dr. Goldberg is the Senior Direc¬ 
tor of Project Management at 
DuPont Merck, which is develop¬ 
ing DMP-266. 

According to Goldberg, 
DuPont Merck has “no studies 
planned to do combinations of 


DMP-266 with any other NNRTI.” 

He said, “At this point in the de¬ 
velopment of DMP-266, the study 
of the drug in combination with 
protease inhibitors and with nucle¬ 
oside analogs is more interesting 
and should provide more benefit.” 

Like Wathen, Goldberg is also 
concerned about the safety of 
combining NNRTIs, because 
combining two NNRTIs together 
might be much like giving a high¬ 
er dose of one NNRTI, and “the 
concern would be the toxicity that 
would happen in people.” 

According to Goldberg, 
DuPont Merck is aggressively 
studying DMP-266 in combina¬ 
tion with multiple nucleoside 
analogs and protease inhibitors. 


Although NNRTIs are highly 
potent antiviral drugs, it is clear 
that they must be used in combi¬ 
nation with one or more other 
drugs to avoid the rapid develop¬ 
ment of resistance. 

Despite limited data, it is pos¬ 
sible to make some prediction re¬ 
garding the best drugs to use with 
NNRTIs. 

While specific recommenda¬ 
tions have been issued regarding the 
need for dose adjustments when 
combining protease inhibitors and 
NNRTIs, there is limited efficacy 
data regarding this combination. 
Initial studies have shown very pos¬ 
itive results in patients who com¬ 
bined nucleoside analogs with

E very night after practice, my 
teammates and I had Chi¬ 
nese dinners at South Gate 
Restaurant on 18th Street.

That fortune may not turn up, 
but the smaller fortunes, those lit¬ 
tle strips of pink or white hope 
that are folded in cookies, I have 
saved, after every workout, for the 
last five years. 

I have these little souvenirs, lit¬ 
tle tokens of my sweat, something 
that the pack rat in me can save. I 
have to find something worth¬ 
while for every workout, to make 
it tangible. Increments, that is 
how progress is made, in a body, 
in a sport, and in a life. 

I would like to make a new line 
of fortunes, such as “Ventilate fre¬ 
quently,” “Sharp teeth will become 
essential,” or “People who live in 
earthquake zones by the ocean 
should learn to swim.” 


But for now, these little scraps 
of paper serve as my talismans, lit¬ 
tle reminders that what I had been 
working for may be crazy, and silly, 
and just a hobby, but it also may be 
more than that, more than trying 
to fulfill the Ugly Duckling syn¬ 
drome, to be the jock I never was. 

I am speaking in the past tense, 
because wrestling is no 
longer my sport of 
choice.

dine resensitized resistant virus to 
AZT, causing the virus to become 
86 times more susceptible to AZT. 
In another study, researchers found 
that while 14% of patients receiv¬ 
ing AZT monotherapy became re¬ 
sistant within six months, none of 
those receiving AZT and delavir¬ 
dine developed AZT resistance. 

While AZT and 3TC seem to 
work well with NNRTIs, ddl (di- 
danosine, Videx) is another story. 
According to the Larder study, 
combining ddl with either nevi¬ 
rapine or another NNRTI did 
not offer any benefit with regards 
to delaying the development of 
resistance. Similarly, a large 
(1,190 patient) study that com¬ 
pared the combination of 
delavirdine and ddl found the 
combination offered only a tran¬ 
sient benefit in CD4 count and 
viral load; there was no differ¬ 
ence in disease progression and 
death between the two arms. A 
smaller human study (Demeter, 
1997) found that, unlike AZT, the 
use of ddl with delavirdine did 
not prevent the development of 
resistance.

CDC verifies first case of HIV by kissing 


UPI Science News 

F ederal health officials have 
reported the first docu¬ 
mented case of HIV infec¬ 
tion by kissing - when a woman 
got the AIDS virus by kissing an 
HIV-positive man. 

However, the report, released 
by the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention in Atlanta 
Wednesday, July 10, says the virus 
was transmitted by blood from 
bad gums - not by saliva alone. 

Federal researchers told Unit¬ 
ed Press International that the 
woman was most likely infected 
by exposure to the man’s blood- 
contaminated saliva during regu¬ 
lar episodes of passionate kissing 
that took place between July 1994 


and July 1995. 

As reported in the CDC’s Mor¬ 
bidity and Mortality Weekly Re¬ 
port, the man reported that his 
gums frequently bled after he 
brushed and flossed his teeth, and 
that the kissing episodes usually 
happened after he had brushed. 

Dr. Scott Holmberg, a CDC 
epidemiologist, told UPI that while 
the exact route of transmission 
“could not be determined with 
certainty, the most likely possibili¬ 
ty is that the woman was infected 
through her mucous membrane.” 

Holmberg says the woman ad¬ 
mits she once used the man’s 
toothbrush and razor, but could 
not recall exactly when. 

Holmberg says the case “adds as 
yet one more piece of evidence that 
HIV infection can be acquired 


through the mouth.” DNA tests 
prove that the virus in the woman’s 
blood came from the man. 

Holmberg says that the incident 
will not change die CDC’s position 
on kissing, “Social kissing is not a 
risk for transmission of HIV” 

He added the CDC continues 
to recommend against “French” 
or open-mouth kissing with an 
HIV-positive person, because of 
the potential contact with blood. 

Officials have documented 
rare cases of bite-related trans¬ 
mission of HIV involving expo¬ 
sure to blood-contaminated sali¬ 
va. Saliva itself usually inhibits 
HIV, and when HIV is found in 
saliva it is usually at a low level. Of 
the 500,000 AIDS cases reported 
to the CDC, none have been at¬ 
tributed to exposure to saliva. T

they didn’t want Valuable Fami¬ 
lies on McDonalds’ premises.” 

Dewey said the manager did 
offer to donate McDonaldland 
toys “to sell at a church or some¬ 
where,” but she refused. 

A 'misunderstanding’ 

On Thursday, July 10, Valuable 
Families members staged a press 
conference in front of the restau¬ 
rant to express their outrage. 
They were backed by numerous 
other community groups in 
Northampton, as well as repre¬ 
sentatives from the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion, P-FLAG, and Gay & Lesbian 
Parents Coalition International. 

“We’ve been working for two 
years to be a community presence 
by building coalitions with other 
groups in the community,” Dewey 
said. “So we [also] got a lot of 
support from non-gay and les¬ 
bian themed organizations. Mc¬ 
Donalds never expected that.” 

So ten minutes before the 
press conference, she said, a re¬ 


gional marketing manager for 
McDonalds, Kim Hopkins Hen- 
nig, invited her into the restau¬ 
rant and sat down to talk. 

“She sat me down at a table 
and said, as they’ve been telling 
the press, that it was a big ‘misun¬ 
derstanding,’” Dewey said. “She 
said it was all because they 
thought we were too small an or¬ 
ganization.” 

Interestingly enough, a local 
newspaper had incorrectly print¬ 
ed Valuable Families’ membership 
as 500 members, when it is actu¬ 
ally made of about 550 families, 
or more than 1,200 members. 

Dewey said Hennig offered a 
personal apology and said it was 
not McDonalds policy to discrim¬ 
inate on sexual orientation or any 
other basis. So Dewey invited Hen¬ 
nig outside with her to take part in 
the press conference. She said 
Hennig repeated to reporters that 
McDonalds has a zero-tolerance 
policy for its employees against 
discrimination of any kind. 

“We went outside, and I said 
that she had apologized to me 
personally,” Dewey said. “She 
nodded the whole time. She did¬ 
n’t apologize again to the press. 


but we’re taking the personal 
apology as enough.” 

“We’re looking at this as a 
huge victory, that we got corpo¬ 
rate McDonalds to apologize to 
us,” she said. 

The group planned to hold its 
fundraiser on Tuesday, July 15. 
Dewey said the group didn’t 
know how much money it might 
raise, but the whole episode has 
been more valuable than just the 
funds coming to the group. 

“It was never about the 
money,” she said. “It was about our 
organization being just like any 
other organization in the commu¬ 
nity. We’d been working with other 
organizations in our community, 
many of whom have done the 
same thing at McDonalds.” 

Dewey said that alliance with 
other community groups is what 
she thought really caught Mc¬ 
Donalds’ attention and helped 
Valuable Families come out on 
top. 

“This was a great lesson to us,” 
Dewey said. “As gay people, the 
best thing we can do is help out 
our neighbors or join these other 
groups to work with, and it’ll 
come back to us.” ▼

help track down Cunanan. 

An NBI spokesman told Unit¬ 
ed Press International, “We are on 
alert. We had received informa¬ 
tion about him even before the 
death of Gianni Versace.” 

Chambliss of the Florida De¬ 
partment of Law Enforcement 
said it was possible Cunanan took 
a jetliner out of Miami within 
hours after the crime. 

“It’s certainly a possibility he is 
still in this area,” Chambliss said, 
“but we are trying to disseminate 


as much information throughout 
the state as we can.” 

Cunanan lived in San Diego 
and was a frequent visitor to San 
Francisco before his alleged crime 
spree, causing some of his former 
friends in the Bay Area to fear for 
their safety during his time on the 
run. Last week the FBI reported 
he had been spotted in the Okla¬ 
homa City area.

he 1967 film adaptation of Jacqueline Susann’s Valley of the Dolls is a spicy potboiler 
that plays like a comedy. It’s filled with performances of unbridled theatricality that rarely con¬ 
vince but always entertain. Its rife with scenes of sex and pill-popping that aim to titillate but 
merely tickle. For some, it may be a bad film, but — in the parlance of Susann — it’s bad in all 
the best ways. 

We now recognize Valley of the Dolls as high camp, but critics at 
the time of the film’s release were unwilling to acknowledge the 
movie’s campy virtues. Variety called it “a sex-teasing, talky sudser.” 

In one of his last reviews, The New York Times’ relic Bosley 
Crowther, who had destroyed his career a few months earlier by 
dismissing Bonnie and Clyde , wrote that Valley of the Dolls was “as 
phony and old-fashioned as anything Lana Turner ever did.” 

Although intended as a put-down, Crowther’s description of 
the film actually pinpoints its appeal. The reason the Mark Rob- 
son-directed movie works so well is that it’s true to the conven¬ 
tions of old-fashioned melodrama — broad characterizations, 
soap-opera plotting, and overripe dialogue. Despite throwing in daring and “with-it” plot el¬ 
ements such as drug addiction and pre-marital sex, the movie is a throwback to the caution¬ 
ary tales of Hollywood’s Golden Age. Its cinematic inspirations are A Star Is Born , The Bad 
and the Beautiful, and The Barefoot Contessa, films which purported to expose the dark side

I n case you haven’t yet noticed, 
Jacqueline Susann’s torrid 
campsterpiece Valley of the 
Dolls is celebrating its 30th birth¬ 
day this week. Yet, while most 
films look pretty dated by their 
third decade, Dolls is showing sur¬ 
prisingly few wrinkles. The book, 
which will be reissued this fall, 
and the film have held up so well 
mostly because Valley of the Dolls 
says something essential about 
America’s favorite pastimes: sex, 
drugs, and the desire for unlimit¬ 
ed glamour and fame. In Dolls , 
Susann turns this obsession into a 
mantra for the working-class fe¬ 
male. Writer Wendy Leigh hit 
the nail on the head in a hilarious 
piece about Susann in last week’s 
London Sunday Times. “I write for 
women who read me in the god¬ 
dam subways on the way home 
from work,” Leigh quoted Susann 
as once having said. “I know who 
they are, because that’s who I used 
to be. They want to press their 
noses against the windows of 
other people’s houses. But here’s 
the catch. All the people they envy 
in my books, the ones who are 
glamorous, or beautiful, or rich, 
or talented — they have to suffer, 
see, because that way the people 
who read me can get off the sub¬ 
way and go home feeling better 
about their own crappy lives.” 

Susann was obviously not one 
to set limits on herself, and, in¬ 
deed, she turned even the smallest 
things in her life into the grandest 
of delusions. For instance, Leigh 
reports that when one of Jackie’s 
1963 book tours coincided with 
JFK’s assassination, she “tore into 
her publisher’s office screaming, 
‘Why the fuck does this have to 
happen to me? This is going to 
ruin my tour!’” And after the 
death of her precious poodle 
Josephine, the subject of Su¬ 
sann’s bestselling book Every 
Night, Josephine, Susann blub¬ 
bered, “I tried to be brave. I tried 
to think of Jackie Kennedy and 
Mrs. Martin Luther King.” 

But Jackie’s biggest flight of 
fancy was undoubtedly her ab¬ 
surd assertion that “The 1960s 
will be remembered for three peo¬ 
ple: me, Andy Warhol and the 
Beatles.” Well, not quite, darling. 
Camp magazine places Susann at 
#72 on its list of the 100 most 
popular personalities of the ’60s. 
Her placement in-between Joan 
Crawford (#71) and Milton 
Berle (#73) somehow seems a 
more logical assessment of histo¬ 
ry than Jackie’s.

But don’t expect Jackie with an 
S to go away anytime soon. Leigh 
reports that a movie about Su¬ 
sann, “possibly starring Bette Mi¬ 
dler,” is in the works, as is a tele¬ 
vision miniseries starring 
Michelle Lee, of Broadway and 
Knots Landing fame. 


James Dean lives 

Like Jacqueline Susann and 
Dolls, James Dean is another 
American idol that refuses to fade 
away. Only Dean’s legend may 
prove even hardier than Jackie’s. 
According to a recent Internet 
story, a new Dean biopic may be 
in the works from Warner Bros. 
Word has it that actor Stephen 
Dorff, recently seen in I Shot 
Andy Warhol, has snagged the 
juicy part of Dean, but not before 
dozens of other actors test- 


screened for the role, including 
Val Kilmer and Leonardo Di- 
Caprio. Too bad the powers-that- 
be on this project didn’t test- 
screen gritty Brit beauty Ewan 
McGregor, who looks a helluva 
lot more like Dean than the afore¬ 
mentioned thesps. Furthermore, 
what we saw of McGregor in The 
Pillow Book suggests he’d certain¬ 
ly be up to meeting certain other 
requirements of the role, too. 

(By the way, cyberrumors indi¬ 
cate that DiCaprio, though fa¬ 


vored for the part, ultimately did¬ 
n’t test well, which is hardly sur¬ 
prising. He’s about as evocative of 
studly Dean as Pithy Galore, or in 
other words, not at all. Kilmer was 
passed over because of typically 
insane demands, like requiring 
that the temperature of the test 
studio be kept at 65 degrees and 
that all high-powered halogen 
lamps be turned away from his 
face.) 

Rich in spirit 

Each year the NEA, once again 
under siege, makes recommenda¬ 
tions to the prez on who should 
receive the National Endowment 
for the Arts Medal. This year, one 
of the 12 recipients of the prize, 
feminist poet Adrienne Rich, re¬ 
fused the award in protest of what 
she says is our government’s poli¬ 
cies of making the rich richer and 
the poor poorer. 

“When growing numbers of 
people are being marginalized, 
impoverished, scapegoated, and 
beleaguered, I don’t feel I can ac¬ 
cept an award from the govern¬ 
ment pursuing these policies,” the 
68-year-old poet and author of 22 
books said last week. 

“The radical disparities of 
wealth and power in America are 
widening at a devastating rate. A 
president cannot meaningfully 
honor certain token artists while 
the people at large are so dishon¬ 
ored.”

Hits and misses

E very once in a while, the 
glamorous glory days of 
cabaret are conjured by cer¬ 
tain performers, Julie Wilson, 
Bobby Short, Rosemary 
Clooney, to name but a few. 
Cabaret today is more commonly 
songs performed with polish and 
pizzazz, but not necessarily with 
glamour. Singer/songwriter Aman¬ 
da McBroom falls nicely in-be¬ 
tween both the above categories. 
She cuts an elegant figure in a not 
too showy silk pantsuit, but her ap¬ 
proach to entertaining, though cer¬ 
tainly polished, is down to earth. 

McBroom was in town last year 
for an under-attended gig at the 
Fairmont’s New Orleans Room. 
She’s back, this time at the Plush 
Room, which is a better room for 
her. She seems much more com¬ 
fortable here and is able to con¬ 
nect more fully with her audience, 
an important factor when one 
sings emotional songs with McB- 
room’s intensity. Aside from a 
schmaltzy opening number about 
becoming a kite with “rainbow 
wings,” McBroom’s set is a nicely 
balanced collection of the singer’s 
own compositions, from the emo¬ 
tional storytelling of “Errol 
Flynn,” a tribute to her father, who 
acted in several films with Flynn, 
to the bawdy good 
humor of “(I Want to 
Be) Round,” a musical 
diatribe against waif 
models. 

The singer’s biggest 
hit remains “The Rose,” 
first sung by Bette Mi¬ 
dler and now belted 
nightly in karaoke 
bars around the 
world. Like Judy 
Garland did with 
“Over the Rain¬ 
bow,” McBroom sings her trade¬ 
mark number at the end of her 
show. If she’s sick of the song, it 
doesn’t show. 

Of the numbers she didn’t 
write, Rupert Holmes’ “People 
You Never Get to Love,” is a real 
find, one McBroom performs 
beautifully, and her “Spring Can 
Really Hang You Up the Most” is 
especially suited to her vocal 
range. Of the songs she wrote, the 
best is “Dance,” a wrenching saga 
of marriage grown tired. A new 
collaboration with Fran Landes- 
man for which McBroom provid¬ 
ed music, “Rhymes at Midnight,” 
could become a minor standard. 

McBroom’s accompanist is Joel 
Silberman, a gifted pianist with 
whom the singer has worked for 
seven years. Their fondness for one 
another and trust in each other’s 
musicality make for a strong part¬ 
nership and good music. 

In addition to being one of the 
most engaging performers 
around, McBroom is also a gifted 
songwriter who is doing her part 
to keep the Great American Song- 
book alive. McBroom’s show at 
the Plush Room in the York Hotel 


continues through July 20. Call 
885-2800 for reservations. 

A musical drag 

If you’ve seen the posters for 
the new musical comedy Jane 
Loves Dick you might have as¬ 
sumed the show was another San 
Francisco drag musical. Well, 
think again. The show comes to us 
from Fort Lauderdale’s Public 
Theatre, so it isn’t home-grown, 
and the Jane of the title, 
a gal with a 40-inch bust 
looking for love, is 
played by a real woman, 
Jessica Cooke. And 
describing the show as a 
musical comedy is inac¬ 
curate on both counts. 
With music, lyrics, 
and book by Vince 
Rhomberg, who 
also takes “credit” 
for direction and 
choreography, Jane 
Loves Dick is two hours of non¬ 
stop mediocrity. It’s the kind of 
light and frothy musical that The¬ 
atre Rhinoceros has been doing — 
with better results — once per sea¬ 
son. The story of the heartily en¬ 
dowed Jane moving to San Fran¬ 
cisco in order to escape being 
merely a sex object is a big Beauty 
and the Beast lesson about how ap¬ 
pearances don’t matter and we’re 
all beautiful on the inside. The bad 
guy here, as in Disney’s animated 
musical, is a muscleman named 
Bob, who hires Jane to work in his 
health food shop, where he pro¬ 
ceeds to sexually harass her. 

One of Jane’s roommates, 
Richard (Ron Johnson), a wimpy 
biochemist who creates formulas 
for breakfast cereal, can’t bear to see 
the woman he loves treated so 
crassly, so he formulates a 
Jekyll/Hyde concoction that trans¬ 
forms him into a superhero. Cap¬ 
tain Wham saves the day while cap¬ 
turing the heart of the heroine. 
Meanwhile, Jane’s other roommate, 
Gare (Edward Graham), minces, 
flounces, and lisps his way through 
horrendous lines like, “Well, slap 
me silly and call me insensitive.” 


Even though the wretched Bob is 
treating his good friend Jane like 
dirt, it’s all Gare can do to keep 
from drooling over the big brute. 
While the plot attempts to cele¬ 
brate inner beauty, the crackling 
gay stereotype is only interested 
in ogling muscles and making 
wisecracks. It’s all very tired. 

Jane Loves Dick wants to be Lit¬ 
tle Shop of Honors —bouncy, up¬ 
beat numbers, comedy, and 
swoony ballads. It doesn’t even 
come close. And with all the flip 
discussion of appearances, big 
busts, and overdeveloped muscles, 
the whole evening verges on of¬ 
fensive. If there were any comedy 
involved, the offense might gener¬ 
ate laughs, but comedy has yet to 
find Jane Loves Dick, which con¬ 
tinues at the Victoria Theatre 
through August 10. For informa¬

Danny Scheie triumphs in Ludlam's 'The Mystery of Irma Vep'

T he term summer camp will 
gain new meaning now that 
the late gay playwright 
Charles Ludlam’s The Mystery of 
Irma Vep has crossed the bridge 
from its East Bay home at the Au¬ 
rora Theater to the roomier con¬ 
fines of the Magic Theatre, where 
the play is finishing off the Magic 


II parallel theater season. 

The Mystery of Irma Vep was 
written by camp master Ludlam in 
1984 for his Ridiculous Theatrical 
Company, which he founded in 
New York in 1969. The two-per¬ 
son, multi-character, quasi drag 
farce is, like much of Ludlam’s 
work, rife with puns, satire, rever¬ 
sals of logic, and literary allusions. 
In Ludlam’s world, altered ver¬ 
sions of classic plays, novels, and 


films formed a sort of revisionist 
strategy to fight “a silent war 
waged against anyone who’s dif¬ 
ferent.” Ludlam’s death from AIDS 
in 1987 hasn’t stopped the Ridicu¬ 
lous Theatrical Company, which 
continues under the leadership of 
Ludlam’s long-time lover and col¬ 
laborator, Everett Quinton. 

Irma Vep, based loosely on a 
fictional horror figure from 
French literature (also the basis of 
the new Olivier Assayas film), is a 
quintessential horror/mystery 
about a bride who arrives at her 
brooding husband’s estate, Man- 
dacrest, and falls under the spell 
of the previous wife, the alluring¬ 
ly mysterious and freshly deceased 
Irma Vep. Throw in a matronly 
housekeeper (shades of Rebecca’s 
Mrs. Danvers), a wily 
groundskeeper named Nicode- 
mus, a spirit-raising journey to 
Egypt, and the odd werewolf or 
two, and you have the makings of 
a jolly farce. 

Irma Vep has been done in the 
Bay Area before. Prior to its going 
under several years ago, the Eure¬ 
ka Theatre did Irma quite suc¬ 
cessfully. Though there are dozens 
of Ludlam plays available, this is 
one that keeps coming back, espe¬ 
cially in the Bay Area. Tom Ross, 
managing director of Berkeley’s 
Aurora Theatre Company, knew 
Ludlam in New York and has long 
been a fan of his work. In fact, 
while Ross was working at the 
Public Theater, he had convinced 
Joe Papp that Ludlam was the per¬ 
fect choice to direct Shakespeare’s 
Titus Andronicus in Central Park. 
Alas, the production was unreal¬ 
ized. Ludlam was simply too sick 
to direct the show. 

When Ross first thought of 
doing Irma, he had hoped Danny 
Scheie, whom Ross calls one of 
the “preeminent gay artists in 
town,” would direct and take on 
the roles Ludlam himself origi¬ 
nated. (“Danny’s eyes remind me 
of Charles Ludlam’s eyes,” Ross 
says.) But the task of directing 
one’s self in a space as tiny as the 
Aurora — 67 seats — was too 
much to ask, so Ross agreed to co¬ 
direct with Scheie and provide the 
necessary extra set of eyes the 
compact but blazingly fast pro¬ 
duction needs. Charles Shaw 


Robinson plays the remaining 
roles, and with no little aplomb. 

A move to a larger venue gen¬ 
erally occurs when a show proves 
itself a hit, but the Magic’s artistic 
director, Marne Hunt, invited this 
production of Irma to her theater 
before the rave reviews had even 
hit the streets. The change in 
venue means several things: near¬ 
ly three times the number of seats, 
a larger backstage area (important 
for the three backstage cos¬ 
tumers/prop people who are as 
crucial to this show as the actors), 
and more space to play out the 
work’s broad physical comedy. 
Director Ross says the transition 
from the tiny Aurora to the more 
spacious Magic has been less de¬ 
manding than he’d imagined, 
only requiring some new fight 


choreography and familiarization 
with the new space. 

Ross also says the entire com¬ 
pany has been reveling in Lud¬ 
lam’s comic horror world, espe¬ 
cially Scheie, who easily trans¬ 
ports himself through the play’s 
several roles: the innocent bride 
Lady Enid Hillcrest, the earthy 
Nicodemus, and the tormented 
Lord Edgar Hillcrest. The manic 
energy of the production is best 
summed up by Robinson: “This is 
the only play I’ve ever done where 
it’s more relaxing to be on stage 
than off!” ▼

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Love American style 

Tony Vitale's 'Kiss Me, Guido' charms

I n Tony Vitale’s Kiss Me, Guido, 
Frankie and Warren are strug¬ 
gling actors. But when Frankie 
(Nick Scotti), a straight'Catholic 
boy from an Italian neighborhood 
in the Bronx, meets Warren (An¬ 
thony Barrile), a gay, cynical Man¬ 
hattanite estranged from his lover, 
the similarities end. Misinterpret¬ 
ing a classified ad engineered by 
Warren’s mischievous friend Terry 
(Craig Chester), Frankie is con¬ 
vinced he and Warren are the per¬ 
fect roommates. Because Warren 
owes five months’ rent, he cannot 
entirely ignore this “Guy With 
Money.” To complicate matters, 
Warren’s ex-lover Dakota shows 
up and Warren cannot resist the 
temptation to pass the hunky but 
unsuspecting Frankie off as his 
new lover. White lies abound. Con¬ 


fusion ensues. Lifestyles collide. 

The wonder of Vitale’s debut 
film is its assortment of screwball 
characters, many of whom are im¬ 
mensely appealing comic cre¬ 
ations, like Dakota’s new 
boyfriend, a severely affected the¬ 
ater queen known only by a ges¬ 
ture in which the index finger and 
the middle finger on one hand are 
crossed with those on the other. 
(Let’s call him “#” for short.) Pino 
(Anthony DeSando), Frankie’s 
loud, brash brother, is a strutting 
seduction machine whose intra¬ 
family affair causes Frankie to flee 
the household. Then there’s War¬ 
ren’s desperately single, pissed-off 
landlord Meryl (the dazzling 
Molly Price), who is first seen jog¬ 
ging madly down the street and 
worrying about water retention. 
Meryl may have a date that night, 
but the fact that she met this man 
in a co-dependent therapy group

Worlds collide

N

his gay farce, Kiss Me, Guido. 

“Initially, when (telling the 
idea] to my friends they did¬ 
n’t believe that anyone could 
not know what ‘GWM’ stands 
for” Vitale says over lunch at a 
Nob Hill cafe. But then at a 

■ casting audition he met 
Domineck Lombardozzi, a 
small-time actor who admit¬ 
ted he was unclear on the 

concept. Lombardozzi thus_ 

won himself the role of Joey 

I Chips, Frankie’s sweetly innocent friend from the neighborhood. 
Choosing the role of Frankie, the gorgeous heartthrob at the cen¬ 
ter of this flick, drew on intuitive powers. “One day, Nick Scotti 
walked in ” Vitale explains, “and suddenly everyone in the room — 
straight, gay, men, women -— wanted to jump up and kiss him. And 
when he opened his mouth and spoke, we knew he was Guido.” 

Vitale says he deliberately created characters who mirrored each 
other’s cultural backgrounds. “The two biggest stereotypical char¬ 
acters are Pino, this ultra-machismo Guido from the Bronx and 
Terry, this very wispy, effeminate fag from the Village. But they’re 
both driven by their libidos and their solution to any problem is a 
sexual solution. Their advice to their friends Frankie and Warren is 
‘Go out and get laid and your problems will be solved.’ Both are cut 
from the same mold, except that one likes women, the other men.” 

Vitale feels the whole idea of Kiss Me, Guido requires a certain 
degree of naivety from the actors playing Frankie and Warren. “If 
the characters are to believably overcome their backgrounds and 
phobias — homophobia and heterophobia — and become friends 
then the audience must believe their early moments alone together.” 

In the film’s pivotal scene, Warren is sprawled out on the sofa in 
a bathrobe completely oblivious to the physical charms of the 
straight hunk showering in his bathroom just a few feet away. Later, 
when Frankie conks out on the sofa, Warren, striking a motherly 
note, tucks him in before going out for a drink with his friends. 
“Right there ” Vitale says, “you know Warren and Frankie will be a 
good odd couple. Their biggest dilemma will involve bringing their 
friends together, which is, after all, what Kiss Me, Guido is about. 

“New York is such a mecca for gays and Italians,” Vitale explains. 
“In the dance clubs, under one roof, you can find both communi¬ 
ties dancing, playing, and sweating together, but what they weren’t 
doing was talking to each other, and in a movie about homopho¬ 
bia and heterophobia that’s what has to happen.” 

Getting Kiss Me, Guido to the screen was a long, hard taffy pull. 
Although studio execs loved Vitale’s idea, they wanted a “name” di¬ 
rector and a bankable cast. Vitale wanted to make his movie his way. 
Nine years later, the completed film debuted at Sundance. Though 
it screened too late for consideration from powerhouse distribu¬ 
tors like Miramax, Fox Searchlight, and Fineline, John Ferraro of 
Paramount saw the film and liked it. 

Vitale says working with Paramount was great, “They ques¬ 
tioned the film’s politics, worried about how it would be perceived 
by the community, worried about its political incorrectness, but as 
I told the executives, ‘the reason I’m sitting here now is that you sat 
in a movie theatre for 90 minutes and laughed.’” And hopefully, 
muses Vitale, “audiences in America will do the same thing” ▼ 


does not bode well. 

Some critics will undoubtedly 
bash Kiss Me, Guido as a tepid col¬ 
lection of stereotypes. But what 
the film really attempts is the 
clever juxtaposition of stereo¬ 
types. A prime example occurs in 
the film’s opening sequence, in 
which Pino, after being disgusted 
by the sight of three gay men kiss¬ 
ing, proceeds to smooch and hug 
his way through a group of old 
Italian men sitting on the side¬ 


walk outside a nearby storefront. 
By examining the underlying 
mannerisms and rituals from 
which stereotypes themselves are 
constructed, Vitale’s “stock” char¬ 
acters become caricatures, a re¬ 
freshing way to explore opposite 
sides of social fences. There are 
uproarious scenes here: Frankie’s 
family at their dinner table, 
Frankie’s Sound of Music-tinged 
nightmare about life in Manhat¬ 
tan, and a sequence between Pino 


and Meryl in which a ring is con¬ 
fused for a baby (don’t ask). 

Supporting characters 
sparkle 

At its best, Kiss Me, Guido as¬ 
pires to the comic tradition of 
great American films like those of 
Preston Sturges and Ernst Lu- 
bitsch. But like so many recent 
features — gay, straight, and in- 
between — Vitale’s narrative fails

Crossing divides 

Potent viewing in Jewish Film Fest

B ill Clinton’s dream of getting 
Americans into a dialogue 
about race is something nei¬ 
ther Jews nor blacks need to be 
nudged about. Blacks and Jews, the 
long-anticipated documentary by 
Alan Snitow and Deborah Kauf¬ 
man, provides visual examples of 
how the cultural relationship be¬ 
tween these two minorities mag¬ 
nifies — and heats up — Ameri¬ 
ca’s uncomfortable attitudes about 
race. Blacks and Jews plays in this 
year’s Jewish Film Festival. 

The 85-minute film looks at 
both sides of the coin by concen¬ 
trating on headline-making events 
that have taken place over the last 
three decades: a late ’60s incident 
in which shady real-estate dealings 
fragmented black and Jewish com¬ 
munities in Chicago; the Crown 


Heights riots which began after a 
Hassidic Jew accidentally killed a 
black child; the Million Man 
March and the meaning of anti- 
Semitism in the Nation of Islam; 
and the media circus that resulted 
from the Oakland screening of 
Schindler’s List, at which high 
school students laughed at the 
film. Interview subjects like Clay- 
borne Carson, Michael Lerner, 
and Cornel West reveal the human 
dimensions of these events and lift 
the discussion beyond black and 
Jewish boundaries. 

Heated theatrical arguments 
between a middle-aged black man 
and a gray-haired Jewess act as 
segues. Their discomfiting shtick 
brilliantly underscores the uneasy 
cultural stereotypes that result in 
cultural myopia. “When will you 
stop bringing up the Holocaust?” 
she asks the man. “When will you 
stop bringing up slavery?” coun-

ters the woman. 

This sturdy but unstylish doc¬ 
umentary has the feel of PBS fare. 
It’s intended to generate discus¬ 
sion, and, fittingly, the Castro 
Theatre screening will be fol¬ 
lowed by a seminar moderated by 
Mayor Brown that will include 
activists and educators who take 
both sides of the issue.

That Song Before,” a peppy tune 
made famous by Helen Forrest in 
1955. Mike Greensill, Whitfield’s 
husband/musical director/pianist/ 
arranger, has worked his custom¬ 
ary magic on the tune, slowing it 
down to a languorous ballad and 
letting Whitfield’s lyric reading 
bring the song to new and vibrant 
life. Who knew this song was full 
of such wistful longing? When 
Whitfield and Greensill tackle a 
song — any song — chances are 
the listener will hear it with new 
ears, but in the case of “I’ve Heard 
That Song Before,” these artists all 
but re-invent it. 

Joining Whitfield and Greensill 
on the CD are consummate musi¬ 
cians Noel Jewkes on clarinet and 
sax, Michael Moore on bass, and 
Joe LaBarbera on drums. Teach 
Me Tonight may be Whitfield’s 
jazziest album to date and also one 
of her best. As usual, the song se¬ 
lection is impeccable. Lerner and 
Loewe’S “Almost Like Being In 
Love,” from Brigadoon, gets shuf¬ 
fled around a little but comes out 
sounding better than ever. 
Rodgers and Hart’s “I Wish I 
Were In Love Again” has never been 
funnier. Whitfield eschews aching 
ballads for a generally more upbeat 
collection that includes “It Ain’t 
Necessarily So” from the Gersh¬ 
wins’ Porgy and Bess, the jaunty 
“Pick Yourself Up,” and a sexy 
“Teach Me Tonight.” Only Whit¬ 
field could transform the Disney 
anthem “When You Wish Upon a 
Star” into a hopeful, heartfelt bal¬ 
lad, and her take on Sammy Cahn 
and Jule Styne’s “I Fall In Love 
Too Easily” elevates the song to a 
poignant level of heartbreak. Weslia

'Bay Area Now' at Center for the Arts

A s exhibition titles go, Bay 
Area Now seems about as 
straightforward as possible, 
proclaiming with certainty that 
the contents therein represent a 
specific locale and time period. 
Why, then, did I keep asking my¬ 
self Where? When? while wander¬ 
ing through this ambitious, fre¬ 
quently amusing, but ultimately 
frustrating survey of good, bad, 
and indifferent work by 37 local 
contemporary artists, on view at 
Center for the Arts? Exactly whose 
Bay Area is shaped and reflected 
in this odd assortment of mixed- 
media work? And does the pre¬ 
ponderance of retro kitsch and 
blas£ affectation on display really 
capture the here-and-now Zeit¬ 
geist of our hotbed domicile? 

I suppose these questions re¬ 
veal that Bay Area Now is nothing 
if not provocative, loaded as it is 
with inherent contradictions and 
controversies. The answers might 
be found more easily in the exhi¬ 
bition’s well-intentioned, if mis¬ 
guided, curatorial strategy, rather 
than in the cool, crass, bewilder¬ 
ing art that climbs up the walls 
and spills out from the corners of 
the Center’s cavernous galleries. 

Bay Area Now is Center for the 
Arts’ bold attempt to revive a 
once-annual local tradition, dor¬ 
mant since the mid-1970s, of ex¬ 
posing work by emerging region¬ 
al artists in a celebratory survey. 
(The San Francisco Art Dealers 
Association has also made an ef¬ 
fort in this direction with its sum¬ 
mertime “Introductions” shows.)

ing Totem Pole is a gasping me¬ 
chanical figure that looks horrifi¬ 
cally elongated when fully erect 
and pathetically shrunken each 
time it collapses back to the 
gallery floor. Sandra Wong dimin¬ 
ishes her charcoal-drawn loners 
and couples by surrounding them 
with acres of white space, while 
Rebeca Bollinger commodifies 
personal images by downloading 
photographic portraits from web¬ 
sites and imprinting them on 


hundreds of cookies and graham 
crackers. 

Several artists consider the 
pleasures and terrors of domestic 
comfort. Todd Hido’s lonely pho¬ 
tographs of urban houses give 
new meaning to the term “drive- 
by shooting.” Stephanie Syjuco’s 
turf-covered, tabletop mini-city is 
similarly vacant of residents (it 
looks like the setting for a Paul 
Auster novel). Gail Wight’s video¬ 
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Plasmorphica, 1996, by Aziz + Cucher. 


A team of curators and advisors 
assigned themselves the tough 
task of visiting more than 100 stu¬ 
dios and narrowing their choices 
to 37 participants, a motley crew 
of coy hipsters with a penchant 
for Day-Glo, fake fur, and 
schmutz. 

In his introduction to the ex¬ 
hibition catalogue, Chief Curator 
Renny Pritikin admits that “In the 
final selections, some excellent 
artists who might have been in¬ 
cluded in a different sort of show 
had to be put aside for the sake of 
coherence.” The problem here is 
that the exhibition doesn’t feel 
particularly coherent, save for a 
surprising emphasis on work that 
is decidedly frivolous and non- 
confrontational. I can’t help but 
wonder what the “different sort of 
show” that Pritikin hints at might 
have looked like. I expect it would 
contain work more overtly con- 


not by political grandstanding. A 
quick glance at the show’s bad 
boys and riot grrrls, psychedelic 
fairy tales, and kinky humming¬ 
birds tells us that figuration, 
drawing, painting, and assem¬ 
blage are in, while abstraction and 
conceptualism are out.

At the beginning of Valley of 
the Dolls, the film’s heroine, shel¬ 
tered New Englander Anne Welles 
(Barbara Parkins), isn’t looking 
for show business fame so much 
as big-city adventure. Fresh out of 
Radcliffe, she arrives in Manhat¬ 
tan and immediately snags a job 
at an entertainment law firm, and 
a boyfriend, the firm’s resident 
heartbreaker, Lyon Burke (the 
not-exactly-swoon-worthy Paul 
Burke). Fearing commitment, 
Lyon quickly flees New York and 
the marriage-minded Anne for 
London, where he becomes a 
best-selling author. Anne soon 
finds fame herself, parlaying her 
patrician beauty into an exclusive 
contract as the mod spokesmodel 
for Gillian Cosmetics. 

Through Lyon, Anne becomes 
friends with up-and-coming star¬ 
lets Neely O’Hara (Patty Duke) 
and Jennifer North (Sharon Tate). 
When we first meet Neely, she’s 
being fired from her Broadway 
debut musical because the show’s 
star, quintessential tough broad 
Helen Lawson (Susan Hayward), 
fears Neely will upstage her. This 
dismissal only motivates plucky 
little Neely to strive harder to

make it as a performer, and before 
long, she’s a huge recording, film, 
and Broadway star. (Her career 
climb is condensed in an ultra- 
kooky, freeze-frame and split¬ 
screen-filled montage sequence.) 
However, for Neely, the proverbial 
price of show biz fame is a failed 
marriage and addiction to booze 
and “dolls” (Susann’s slang for 
amphetamines and barbiturates). 

Unlike Anne and Neely, the 
minimally-talented, amply-en¬ 
dowed Jennifer never finds much 
show business success. She aban¬ 
dons her career soon after falling

for Dean Martin-ish crooner Tony 
Polar (Tony Scotti), who’s riding 
high with his hit ballad, “Come 
Live With Me.” All is bliss until 
soon after they marry, when Tony 
is struck with a rare debilitating 
disease, and Jennifer is forced to act 
in French “nudies” with titles like 
The Flame of Montmartre to pay for 
his stay in a sanitarium. It’s there 
that a drying-out Neely is reunited 
with her friend Tony, who comes 
out of his vegetative state just long 
enough to join her in a teary duet 
of “Come Live With Me.” 

While Anne is the film’s osten¬ 
sible protagonist. Valley of the 
Dolls really belongs to Duke’s 
Neely O’Hara. Neely, a role based 
on Judy Garland, endures more 
trauma per scene than any other 
character, and Duke, in a totally 
unrestrained performance, relish¬ 
es every second of it. Although she 
has far less screen time than Duke, 
Hayward, in a role that was to have 
been played by Garland, is almost 
as memorable as egomaniacal 
stage diva Helen Lawson. (The 
only direction Robson seems to 
have given these two is “Louder! 
Bigger! More!”) When Duke and 
Hayward come together toward 
the end of the film for a face-slap¬ 
ping, wig-pulling cat-fight, it’s as 
if the scene were being played by a 
couple of seasoned drag queens. 

Compared to Duke’s and Hay¬ 
ward’s overplaying, Parkins’ and 
Tate’s acting approach seem like 
the height of naturalism. Parkins, 
with her clipped diction and re¬ 
served manner, is convincingly 
glacial as Anne. The critical con¬ 
sensus on Tate’s performance at 
the time of the film’s release was 
that the beautiful but talentless 
actress was the perfect choice to 
play the beautiful but talentless 
Jennifer. But, in retrospect, Tate 
brings to her role an endearing 
shyness and sweetness, not to 
mention an uncanny ability to 
look great in purple hip-huggers 
and metallic mini-dresses. 

The film’s screenplay by Helen 
Deutsch and Dorothy Kingsley 
can’t capture the hilarity of the 
book’s omniscient narration. 
(“She knew the truth now. She was 
frigid,” Susann writes early in the 
novel about Anne.) Still, Deutsch 
and Kingsley do a good job adapt¬ 
ing Susann’s catty repartee and 
acid-tongued invectives. Some of 
this nastiness is aimed at gays — 
“Only in Hollywood do women 
faint because some queer deigns to 
design their clothes” is just one 
choice example — but the lines 
are too laughable to be offensive. 

In true camp, wrote Susan 
Sontag, “the essential element is 
seriousness, a seriousness that 
fails.” By this criterion, Valley of

Wasn’t she great? 

' Valley of the Dolls' author Jacqueline Susann may have been 
the Queen of Schlock but she laughed all the way to the bank

D uring the 1960s, Jacqueline 
Susann crassly pandered to 
the dreams of every bedrag¬ 
gled housewife in beer-can curlers 
and support hose in America. She 
was the queen of escapist schlock, 
churning out three bestsellers 
about the rich and famous, a trag¬ 
ic tribe of pill-poppers always 
dodging the paparazzi, drowning 
their sorrows in drink and drugs, 
breakfasting on Dexedrine, and 
dining on Demerol. Susann’s 
prose was a mass of cliches, of bad 
syntax and cheap sentiment, of 
lousy melodrama and torrid sex 
scenes, of whores and star-fuckers. 

But if Susann was barely com¬ 
petent as an author, she was a ge¬ 
nius as a publicist, a deranged 
book retailer who single-handed¬ 
ly revolutionized the pulp fiction 
industry by selling books in ways 
they’d never been sold before, not 
as marginal and somewhat sacro¬ 
sanct commodities too dignified 
to fight it out on the open market 
but as “any new product... a new 
detergent,” a brand name that 
must ruthlessly compete for “shelf 
presence” with other toothpastes, 
dandruff shampoos, and canned 
soups. 

Susann’s novels were frontal 
assaults on Walter Benjamin’s 
concept of the artistic “aura,” not 
one-of-a-kind objects that reflect¬ 
ed the unique sensibility of a tal¬ 
ented craftsman, but mass-pro¬ 
duced merchandise as authorless 
as Warhol’s silk-screened images, 
uncanny tributes to the power of 
marketing and the irrelevance of 
the actual product. In her fasci¬ 
nating biography Lovely Me, a 
book that cries out for full-scale

to develop into anything more 
than an extended situation come¬ 
dy. The device of a play-within-a- 
film has long been overdone and 
Vitale’s attempt, marred by a re¬ 
liance on scatological humor, well, 
stinks. It’s not terribly interesting 
or funny, for example, to witness 
Warren and Frankie sincerely re¬ 
hearsing lines from a play that re¬ 
quires anything but sincerity.

And Craig Chester simply 
sparkles as Terry, the camp swish 
whose presence always foreshad¬ 
ows a kind of guttural repartee 
characterized by the retort he 
makes to “#”: “You remind me of 
an infection I had once.”

The Celibate by Michael Arditti; 
Soho Press, $24 

T he conflict between spiritual 
aspirations and secular 
temptations has long been 
fertile ground for writers. Those 
who have wrestled with the de¬ 
mands of the spiritual and the 
worldly have often taken comfort 
in documenting their struggles, 
and the high drama inherent in 
such stories seems to guarantee 
their appeal. This theme has re¬ 
ceived many memorable treat¬ 
ments. Saint Augustine’s Confes¬ 
sions is perhaps the most famous 
example. The poetry of 17th-cen¬ 
tury clerics John Donne and 
George Herbert provides another. 
More modern examinations of 
the theme include Graham 
Greene’s novel The Power and the 
Glory, which describes the thwart¬ 
ed mission of an alcoholic priest, 
and Thomas Merton’s The Seven 
Storey Mountain, his soul-search¬ 
ing spiritual autobiography. 
Directly and indirectly, these 


eminent voices can be heard in 
Michael Arditti’s novel The Celi¬ 
bate, which was published in Eng¬ 
land in 1993 and is now available 
to American readers from Soho 
Press. Arditti’s novel is the story of 
a faith that wavers, strays, but ul¬ 
timately finds its home; in this, it 
resembles Christ’s parable of the 
prodigal son, but with some de¬ 
cidedly modern twists. Arditti’s 
“prodigal son” is a young ordi- 


Overcoming neurosis (accord¬ 
ing to Freudian theory, at least) is

nand whose nervous breakdown 
(he collapses on the altar during a 
mass) prompts his superiors to 
send him into therapy. His quest 
for psychological balance is also a 
quest to understand and rediscov¬ 
er his faith. The novel is struc¬ 
tured as an extended monologue 
in which the young man, who 
never provides his name, tells all 
to his therapist-cum-professor. 


quite another to be aware of that 
war. Arditti’s narrator is clearly in 
the latter group. Well-read and 
well-versed in psychotherapy, he 
constantly attempts to one-up his 
therapist. As a result, his journey 
of self-discovery is all the more 
tortuous. 

Initially, the narrator is a clas¬ 
sic portrait of an individual in de¬ 
nial. When the subject of sexuali¬ 


ty first arises with his 
therapist, he extols 
the virtue of priestly 
celibacy and pointed¬ 
ly asserts that he is 
incapable of having 
even a subconscious 
sex drive. On the 
subject of masturba¬ 
tion, for example, he 
tells his therapist, 

“...no, I haven’t; and 
no, I don’t; and as 
I’ve told you be¬ 
fore, I never dream, 
so thankfully I’ve 
been able to avoid 
any involuntary 
mishaps, such as 
sleep-walking or 
bed-wetting, or 
anything else.” 

The narrator’s 

initial psychological turmoil 
seems to be triggered by his es¬ 
trangement from the full aware¬ 
ness of his personal history and 
sexuality. By his own admission, 
he begins his studies for the 
priesthood as a retreat from his 
family and the life he seems des¬ 
tined for with them. But family 
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I confess 


demons and his own unacknowl¬ 
edged homosexuality eventually 
come knocking at his door. When 
they do, he not only recognizes 
them, but immerses himself in 
them. 

Arditti has created a narrator 
who is steeped in history, both his 
own and that of the world around 
him. The first half of the novel in¬ 
cludes the narrator’s extended 
meditation on the life of London’s 
infamous serial killer, Jack the 
Ripper, a connection brought 
about by the young man’s part- 
time job leading tours of the 
killer’s various crime scenes. 
Arditti’s use of Jack the Ripper as a 
symbol of the narrator’s inner tur¬ 
moil is heavy-handed, to say the 
least. As the narrator revisits the 
Ripper’s murderous stalking of 
London’s 19th-century prosti¬ 
tutes, he also ministers to the rent 
boys who ply their trade in mod¬ 
ern-day London. And as his con¬ 
nections to the boys grow more 
intimate, his feelings of disorien¬ 
tation and self-hatred intensify. 
Arditti employs similar symbolic 
parallels in the second half of the 
novel, drawing a connection be¬ 
tween the Great Plague of the 
1600s and AIDS. (Arditti distin¬ 
guishes between the Great Plague 
of 1665-1666 and the Black Death, 
which occurred in 1346-1351.) 

The “Gay Plague” casts a heavy 
shadow in The Celibate. At one 
point, soon after his first forays 
into the darker regions of gay sex¬ 
uality, the narrator consciously 
pursues AIDS, believing the infec¬ 
tion will bring him into a terrible 
but essential brotherhood with 
those who suffer from it. Once he 
observes the ravages that AIDS 
brings, however, he responds to its 
horrors by rejecting the God who 
allows them to happen. The crisis 
provoked by the narrator’s en¬ 
counters with AIDS sufferers is 
more than one of faith. It is also a 
crisis of identity. In the process of 
trying to examine and define his 
relationship to God, the narrator 
unearths a variety of unsettling 
discoveries about his family and 
heritage, realizations that force 
him to reevaluate who he is. 

The scope of The Celibate is 
ambitious. As a kind of “tale told 
by a madman,” it is necessarily 
discursive and laden with allu¬ 
sions. Perhaps this is fitting for a 
narrative of a psyche emerging 
from internal chaos, but Arditti 
often seems too intent on display¬ 
ing his cleverness. What’s more, 
the deus ex machina he employs at 
the end of the novel allows “our 
hero” to more or less ride happily 
into the sunset, complete with 
spiritual and worldly riches and 
the ability to rationalize his em¬ 
brace of both. T

Kissing the Witch: Old Tales in 
New Skins by Emma Donoghue; 
HarperCollins, $14.95 

E mma Donoghue is a writer 
of exceptional artistry. Her 
novel Stir-Fry is one of the 
best, and funniest, coming-out 
novels ever. Hood , an achingly 
painful tale of loss concerning the 
accidental death of a very closet¬ 
ed lesbian’s lover, had me weeping 
for days when I wasn’t thinking 
deep thoughts about the meaning 
of family and community. I was 
not thrilled to see that her latest is 
a reworking of fairy tales — sure¬ 
ly that’s been done to death. Given 
the extraordinary skill of her ear¬ 
lier efforts, however, I knew I had 
to check out Kissing the Witch: Old 
Tales in New Skins. Let me tell you 
— these new skins are astonish¬ 
ing. You will never think of “Cin¬ 
derella” or “Sleeping Beauty,” or 
“Snow White” the same way 
again. 

Begin with the fact that the 
tales are so completely reworked 
that sometimes I didn’t know 
which old tale was being retold 
until the very end. Add to that a 
narrative frame that connects a 
character in each story to the one 
that follows, and you’ve got not 
merely a novel, but a body of 
myths for our century and be¬ 
yond. Donoghue is a feminist, and 
her politics inform these stories, 
but she doesn’t merely change 
pronouns or make the women ac¬ 
tive. She rethinks the myths in 
ways that are breathtakingly fresh. 
Although some of the stories are 
“corrected” to reveal a lesbian love 
story, the emendations are neither 
automatic nor heavy-handed. 
Donoghue’s sense of humor is 
winning and occasionally point¬ 
ed, and she uses her wit to good 
effect.

Many writers have rewritten 
fairy tales, but none that I can 
think of has taken such care with 
the writing. Donoghue uses lan¬ 
guage with such skill that it is pos¬ 
sible to read these stories for the 
sheer pleasure of her art. In “The 
Tale of the Apple,” the narrator 
describes her first night alone: 
“Wider than I ever imagined, the 
forest was home to creatures I 
couldn’t put names to, things with 
silver eyes and audible teeth.”

What this good man had sworn to 
protect me from was not the same 
as what I feared.” 

Kissing the Witch is for adults, 
of course, but my guess is that 
high school students will also find 
the stories compelling and mar¬ 
velously entertaining. I know for 
certain that once upon a time will 
never be the same. ▼

shoulder-length falls who once 
said, “I’m beginning to dread 
forty. Forty is Hiroshima,” even 
though she’d already reached the 
ripe old age of 48. 

After six months on The New 
York Times bestseller list, the 
dreaded moment came at last 
when Harold Robbins nudged 
Valley of the Dolls off its pedestal 
as number one, but only after a 
prolonged and rancorous battle of 
the books in which Susann pulled 
such stunts as rearranging the 
stock in bookstores, often burying 
her competitors’ novels beneath 
teetering piles of her own. When 
Susann discovered that she and 
Robbins were staying in the same 
Beverly Hills hotel and that he 
spent most of his time dallying in 
the swimming pool, she rushed 
out and bought 40 copies of her 
book, which she distributed to all 
of the vacationing sunbathers, 
who then greeted Robbins by 
peering at him slyly over the edge 
of their open copies of Valley of 
the Dolls. 

Over the last few months, I 
have invoked Susann’s ghost in the 
selling of my own Valley of the 
Dolls, The Rise and Fall of Gay Cul¬ 
ture. Since my book had no adver¬ 
tising budget whatsoever, and a 
glamorous book tour was not in 
the cards, I quickly realized that, 
given the relative indifference of 
my publisher to the success of my 
book, and the stiff competition I 
faced from three other dandruff 
shampoos on the market (Signo- 
rile, Rotello, and Sullivan), I would 
have to leave my cork-lined room 
and throw myself into the fray of 
that most distasteful of acts, self-

promotion. Short of stalking the 
subways in a sandwich board, I set 
out to do everything I could be¬ 
fore I gracefully allowed the waters 
of oblivion to close over my head, 


all the while knowing that Jackie 
was there spurring me on, crouch¬ 
ing like a ghoulish gnome on my 
shoulder with her orange lips, $69 
Wig City special, and mod Pucci 
pantsuits that Rex Reed once 
called “her banana split night¬ 
mares.” Susann’s chutzpah in¬ 
spired a bookish writer like myself 
to come down from my ivory 
tower and start hustling my butt 
like any importunate door-to- 
door Fuller Brush salesman. In the 
countless interviews she gave in 
the course of her brief career, she 
always managed to bring the con¬

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The music man

Virgil Thomson: Composer on the 
Aisle by Anthony Tommasini; 
Norton, $30 

¥ irgil Thomson’s name may 
not be familiar to the aver¬ 
age American, but his repu¬ 
tation as a composer and man of 
letters is getting a well-deserved 
boost these days with the publica¬ 
tion of a new full-length biogra¬ 
phy, Virgil Thomson: Composer on 
the Aisle, by Anthony Tommasini. 
The book is a highly readable and 
important contribution to Amer¬ 
ican musical scholarship. 

Classical music is marginalized 
today, but it was once an impor¬ 
tant part of America’s cultural life. 
During the ’30s, ’40s, and ’50s, 
people listened to it on the radio, 
attended concerts, and even sup¬ 
ported new works, especially 
those by American composers. 
The great networks even got in on 
the act by creating symphony or¬ 
chestras as the crown jewels of 


their weekly programming. It was 
a brief but glorious period for 
music in America, one that was 
eventually overwhelmed by the 
twin evils of television, which 
provided cheaper and more con¬ 
venient forms of mass entertain¬ 
ment, and academe, which turned 
music-making into pedagogy, 
thus cutting it off from much- 
needed mainstream audiences. 

Virgil Thomson (1896-1989) 
was a giant of this age, as a com¬ 
poser and later as music critic for 
the New York Herald Tribune. 
Thomson was born and raised in 
Kansas City, Missouri, and es¬ 
caped first to Harvard and then to 
Paris. He befriended the noted 
poet Gertrude Stein in the ’20s, 
and in 1927 the two collaborated 
on the opera Four Saints in Three 
Acts. The work became the darling 
of the avant-garde when it was 
produced in 1934. It adapted ele¬ 
ments from musical theater, 
Negro spirituals, and Dadaist per¬ 
formance. John Houseman di¬ 
rected an “all-Negro cast,” Freder¬ 
ick Ashton provided choreogra- 
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phy. The result was delightful, a 
whimsical interplay of song, 
word, and vision that pleased the 
senses and tweaked the mind. It 
premiered in Hartford and later 
toured to New York and Chicago 
for an amazing 60 performances. 

Thomson also won acclaim 
with scores for three documen¬ 
tary films, The Plow That Broke 
the Plains, The River, and 
Louisiana Story. The latter earned 
him a Pulitzer Prize in music. He 
mined traditional American folk 
tunes and extracted their clean, 
simple melodies for the core of 
this work. His example led Aaron 
Copland to create his most popu¬ 
lar works, among them Ap¬ 
palachian Spring, Billy the Kid, 
and Rodeo. 

Thomson had written about 
music from his college days, even 
before he formally began com¬ 
posing. But in 1940 it became a 
profession when he started pen¬ 
ning reviews for the Tribune. He 
had a rare ability to describe mu¬ 
sical experiences in the most 
homespun, non-technical way, 
one of his editors once comment¬ 
ed. He soon became the most in¬ 
fluential music critic in America. 
He quit the paper in 1954 and 
continued to write music and 
criticism (for other publications) 
until his death in 1989. The last 
decades of his life were a period of 
slow decline. 

Tommasini is well-equipped to 
chronicle Thomson’s life. He has 
academic credentials, is a music 
critic for The New York Times , 
worked as an assistant to Thom¬ 
son, and had access to all of the 
composer’s papers. His biography 
brilliantly lays out the dual roles 
Thomson played and the context 
of an era radically different from 
our own. In Thomson’s heyday, 
there were but a few overlapping 
circles of acquaintances, and 
everyone passed through New 
York at one point or another. The 
music world today has no such 
geographical center. 

Tommasini’s treatment of 
Thomson’s homosexuality is re¬ 
freshing. The composer knew he 
was gay and was sexually active 
from his teens. But the social 
mores of the times dictated that 
he not acknowledge it if he hoped 
to have success. His paranoia was 
reinforced by an incident in 1940, 
when Thomson was arrested at a 
“gay bordello.” Fortunately, he was 
not prosecuted. 

Tommasini captures Thom¬ 
son’s ambivalence, the complicat¬ 
ed duality of his public and pri¬ 
vate personas, his sense of propri¬ 
ety with ladies, and love of gossip

with boys. We learn of his frus¬ 
trated yearnings and the long¬ 
term relationships he often would 
denigrate through public slights. 
Some would be quick to call it in¬ 
ternalized homophobia, but Tom¬ 
masini refrains from such arm¬ 
chair analysis. As the author 
makes clear, there are many rea¬ 
sons for the nasty streak that ran 
throughout most of Thomson’s 
life and often informed his work. 

We also learn of the “queer 
marriages” that so many gay men 


of the avant-garde arranged with 
women as a means of social sur¬ 
vival. It’s a sober view of the life 
that many gay men felt com¬ 
pelled to live in pre-Stonewall 
America. 

The text is peppered with many 
of Thomson’s wonderfully bitchy 
exchanges with Stein as well as de¬ 
licious excerpts from his charac¬ 
teristically insightful reviews. 
Hence readers gain a real sense of 
how Thomson became such a 
force in musical America. ▼

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Gay New York, in small bites

§§ t’s the city that doesn’t sleep, 
fi The cultural capital of the Unit- 
11 ed States. Sodom on the Hud¬ 
son. New York is all that and more. 

While gay and lesbian visitors 
mostly come to do the same things 
as everyone else — see the Empire 
State Building, take in a show, eat 
a real bagel — New York has 
added significance for gay tourists. 
There’s history, there’s culture, 
there’s a thriving scene that’s sim¬ 
ply on a scale unmatched else¬ 
where in the country. It’s tempting 
to dive right in and try to do it all. 
With so much to see, however, it’s 
better to treat New York like an 
overstuffed corned beef sandwich: 
take small bites. 

There’s plenty more to gay 
New York than Manhattan. 
Queens is home to a large Latino 
gay community in Jackson 
Heights. Brooklyn’s Park Slope 
has possibly the most visible les¬ 
bian community in the city. There 
are even gay bars on Staten Island. 
But for most tourists, New York 
means Manhattan: skyscrapers, 
feisty cab drivers, and a dizzying 
pace. Manhattan is the biggest, the 
fastest, the loudest, and the tallest. 
It’s also where the vast majority of 
gay establishments are located. 

Even within Manhattan, there 
are certain areas of greater gay in¬ 
terest than others. While gay men 
and lesbians can be found in de¬ 
cent numbers across most of the 
city, there are three main gay 
neighborhoods to investigate, all 
within walking distance of each 
other. The West Village is what has 
historically been known as Green¬ 
wich Village: quaint winding 
streets, European-style cafes, and 
cozy brownstones abound. Its 
modified moniker is due to the 
rise of the East Village, a more al¬ 
ternative neighborhood with a 
cutting edge sensibility and gritti¬ 
er look; Broadway’s hit Rent takes 
place in the East Village, and the 
junkie-squatters-fighting-gentri- 
fication plot seems perfect for its 
setting. To the north of the West 
Village is Chelsea, the newest and 
hottest gay scene, where buff boys 
parade their pumped pecs down 
Eighth Avenue, New York’s gay 
boardwalk. These three areas have 
distinct and sometimes conflict¬ 
ing personalities. 

The West Village is the most 
established, the granddad of the 
gay ghettoes. It was here, in Sheri¬ 
dan Square, that the Stonewall 
riots sparked the modern gay 
movement in 1969. Christopher 
Street, running through the heart 


of the West Village, is among the 
most infamous and most endur¬ 
ing gay strips anywhere. And 
while many factors have led to a 
less overwhelming gay presence 
— newer and trendier competi¬ 
tion, the community’s decimation 
from AIDS, increasing straight 
tourism — the West Village is still 
the best starting point for any gay 
visitor to New York City. 

From the beginning of the 
street near Sixth Avenue, a stroll 
down Christopher Street is a walk 
through gay history. The Oscar 
Wilde Bookstore is the country’s 
first gay/lesbian bookstore; while 
larger stores have supplanted it in 
recent years, it’s still an institution 
in this part of town. The 
Stonewall Bar — although now a 
rather lifeless place — is another 
important stop; a statue in the 
park outside commemorates the 
riots and gay liberation. Several 
other legendary bars line the strip: 
the schizophrenic Monster (mid¬ 
dle-aged show queens upstairs 
around the piano and teenaged 
banjee boys downstairs in the 
disco), and mainstays like Boots & 
Saddle and Ty’s (fortysomething 
men in plaid shirts and mous¬ 
taches). At the end of the street is 
the Christopher Street pier. Once 
a well-known cruising ground, 
the dilapidated structure is still 
popular for sunbathing on week¬ 
ends, and it boasts a stunning 
view of the Statue of Liberty. 

The West Village isn’t what it 
used to be, but that’s not neces¬ 
sarily a bad thing. The quietly pic¬ 
turesque and walkable neighbor¬ 
hood maintains a strong gay iden¬ 
tity, but it doesn’t have the com¬ 
petitive fabulousness of Chelsea. 
The atmosphere is more friendly 
and laid-back than it once was, 
and it’s grown more diverse as 
well. Grove Street’s piano bars 
draw many Broadway performers 
into the local mix. The Dugout 
anchors the bear scene on week¬ 
ends, while the Lure (spoken of 
endlessly in Mr. Marcus’ column) 
is the biggest and newest leather 
bar in town. The western end of 
Christopher Street increasingly 
draws younger gay men of color. 
Most of the lesbian bars in the city 
are found here. This is still the 
most all-encompassing place for 
gay and lesbian New Yorkers to 
socialize. It’s no coincidence ei¬ 
ther that the Community Center 
is located here. 

The East Village is less urbane 
and more urban. Nose-rings and 
tattoos are the norm here, where 
green-haired punks rub shoulders 
with drug-pushers on the side¬ 
walks. Young and rough, this.

tape The Dreams of the Dust Mites 
explores the domestic realm and 
subconscious state of those mi¬ 
croscopic creatures who, we learn, 
harbor passions beyond our com¬ 
prehension. 

While much of the above work 
is just fine — additional bric-a- 
brac will have to go unmentioned 
for now, as will worthy entries by 
already established artists like J. 
John Priola — the relative 
strengths of most of the pieces are 
lost in the exhibition’s sheer glut 
of stuff, not all of it well-dis¬ 
played. Still, among the assem¬ 
bled works, I particularly liked 
Stephen Hendee’s futuristic ar¬ 
chitectural installation Cascade , 
Chris Johanson’s noir Trouble- 
town constructions, and Bruce 


Cannon’s time-keeping devices, 
which monitor the number of 
breaths the artist has taken and 
the number he has left based on 
insurance company projections. 
The real standouts are Michelle 
Rollman’s finely detailed pencil 
drawings of oversexed foxes, 
weasels, and other furry friends 
doing unspeakably perverse 
things to each other, and Jason 
Jagel’s haunting, multiperspective 
paintings of adolescent lust, mur¬ 
der, and pyromania. Their cheer¬ 
fully deviant scenes are this scat¬ 
tershot survey’s most subversive 
and exemplary representations of 
lowdown artmaking in the Bay 
Area now. ▼

neighborhood has supplanted the 
West Village as the cultural 
ground zero of New York. Its gay 
scene is more mixed in terms of 
race and gender, more stratified in 
terms of age (younger), and more 
“queer” in attitude. The most 
tourist-oriented street is St. 
Mark’s Place, a great place to find 
used CDs, hash pipes, and cheap 
Shwarma. But the heart of the 
East Village is around Tompkins 
Square Park, birthplace of the an¬ 
nual dragfest Wigstock. 

In recent years, Chelsea has be¬ 
come the city’s new gay epicenter. 
The crowds are mostly young, 
male, white, and well-built. There 
are more bare (shaved) chests 
than shirts in summer, and more 
gyms than bars — and there are 
plenty of bars. But while reasons 
to hate Chelsea abound — intense 
attitude, body fascism, exclusion¬ 
ary bourgeois atmosphere — 
there’s still a lot to like. The best 
gay restaurants are in Chelsea, and 
it’s home to some of the city’s best 
bars, including Splash, Champs, 
Rome, the Break, and King. A Dif¬ 
ferent Light Bookstore is located 
here, as is much of New York’s 
Levi/leather scene. 

Of course, there’s plenty more 
to gay Manhattan. The Upper East 
Side, famous for its museums, de¬ 
partment stores, and blue-blood 
conservatism, has its own cluster 
of high-brow gay bars where the 
men wear suits and drink expen¬ 
sive scotch. Times Square and the 
surrounding Midtown area, fa¬ 
mous for Broadway theaters, peep 
shows, and gender-bending pros¬ 
titution, has its own seedy bars 


and many of the 
biggest dance 
clubs. The fami¬ 
ly-oriented 
Upper West Side 
has a couple of 
cruise bars, and 
even the button- 
down Wall Street 
area has a bath¬ 
house. There are 
gay restaurants and 
bars and shops to 
suit any fetish, de¬ 
mographic cohort, 
or class status 
scattered all 
over the city. 

The major gay 
neighbor¬ 
hoods are only 
a jumping-off 
point. 

The best 
sources of in¬ 
formation on 
the scene are 
the free bar 

rags Homo Xtra (HX), Next , and 
the new HX for Her, available in 
any gay store or bar; they’ve got 
terrific listings and nightly sug¬ 
gestions to keep visitors busy, and 
they always know which big club 
is in vogue. Betty and Pansy’s Se¬ 
vere Queer Review (Cleis Press, 
$10.95) is the most comprehen¬ 
sive, honest, and hysterically 
funny guide book available for 
homos traveling to New York. 

One surprising thing to keep 
in mind: despite its reputation for 
debauchery, New York is in the 
midst of a crackdown on nightlife 
— especially gay nightlife. The

city is harassing and closing dis¬ 
cos, bars, and sex clubs for petty 
violations. Dozens of gay estab¬ 
lishments have been shuttered in 
the past two years as part of the 
mayor’s war on pleasure, and 
other businesses are running 
scared. 

Crackdowns aside, New York 
still has hundreds of gay establish¬ 
ments, decades of gay history, and 
tens of thousands of gay residents 
who love to show off their city. It’s 
too much to ingest on a single va¬ 
cation, but taking in New York one 
bite at a time, it doesn’t seem quite 
so overwhelming after all. ▼

a different way than in the U.S.

It was 
in this obsessive atmosphere of 
toady-like devotion that Stoker 
gathered the inspiration to write 
Dracula. Belford argues that close 
scrutiny of this curious work re¬ 
veals the mirror image of the au¬ 
thor’s unrealized affections for 
Irving, a classic psychoanalytic 
reading in which the story’s mes¬ 
meric Count of Transylvania and 


his devoted Renfield are stand-ins 
for Irving and Stoker.
